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All the evidence seems to indicate that American taste is shifting 
toward naturalism-—in all its many ramifications. This is leading more 
people to choose their home sites for the beauty of their natural sur- 
roundings. It is also causing them to see, with more appreciative eyes, 
the beauty in the raw materials that nature provides so abundantly for 
our structural use. 

The house presented on the next eleven pages (and on our cover) 
exemplifies the best of this new trend. Its use of a thrilling site, beside 
a series of cascades, and its polished and skillful blending of natural and 


man-made materials make it one of the great houses of the last decade.

lees is a lot of discussion these days on the old 
question as to whether or not architecture is an art. 
It should be, certainly. But it is seldom that you find a 
single building which makes the point as surely as this 
house does. For it yields that sense of exhilaration, of 
satisfaction above and beyond everyday experience, 
which we associate with art. 

The “flying-wing” roof rafters, mounted on their stone 
pedestals, have the power and distinction of sculpture. 
Window walls frame compositions as skillfully organized 
as good painting. And few works of art could rival the 
endlessly shifting patterns cast by the pierced tile wall- 
screens. Even the cookstove and the chimneys have been 
given graceful contours without affecting their usefulness. 

If you analyze this house, you'll find the architects

so simple that we too often forget their high value: 
@ Expose the structure frankly. As in this house, it’s 
often handsomer than the things we use to cover it. 
@ Forget the distinctions between “fine” or “common” 
materials. If they suit your purpose and please your eye, 
use them. This house is built of stone, concrete, tile, and 
wood—materials you can get anywhere. 
@ Use materials honestly, for their own inherent beauty. 
@ Keep it simple. For all its richness and variety, this 
is actually a four-room house. 
@ Don’t be afraid of repetition. In this house, it is a 
powerful design tool. See how the flying cantilevered raft- 
ers march right. through it from one end to the other. 
@ Establish a basic rhythm, based on the counterplay of 
repetition and variety. The frame of this house is as regu- 
lar as a skyscraper. But the spaces between are filled with 
stone, with wood, with glass, with pierced tile screens. 
depending upon the needs of the room. 
@ Don’t be afraid of contrast—in form, in texture, in 
color—and use it as it’s used here, to emphasize the 
texture of a wall, the enclosing planes of a room, the 
sculptural form of a fireplace. 
@ Live at peace with nature. This house is built on the 
very brink of a mountain stream which is alternately 
raging torrent and placid brook. To hold it in bounds. 
a system of walls and dams was necessary. These have 
been expertly designed so as to become part of the 
house itself. But because the owner did not want the 
responsibility of elaborate gardens, the house sits on a 
masonry platform, part stone, part tile, part sunny, part 
shady, with planting pockets for trees and flowers. Result: 
a house that fits lovingly into the landscape, low main- 
tenance on the grounds. 
@ Blend old and new. Here stone masonry as old as 
history is combined with reinforced concrete as new as 
today. Handmade tiles are used with polished plate glass, 
hand-turned pottery with stainless steel.

hat you buy must please you or you don’t 
buy it. In America that is axiomatic. 

But why do you like what you like? What are the 
motivating factors that cause you to buy one thing 
and not another? And why are so many Americans 
liking the same sort of colors. the same sort of pat- 
terns, the same sort of textures? 

There’s no doubt about it, a new wind is rising. 
A major shift in taste is occurring. It is the shift to 
naturalism. (Read our first article about it in the 
November, 1950, issue.) 

Now House Beautiful gives you more details about 
America’s favorites, and analyzes the reasons why 
so many of us are turning to nature for our inspira- 
tions in decorating and Scehiteenere. Read the next 
eight pages to see what they are, to understand what 


is happening to you — and a lot of other people. 
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he “picture” on the opposite page is the most complex 
story ever told without words. For it shows, statistically, what 
colors Americans bought for their homes between January 1, 1950, 
and September 15, 1950. The size of each square of color repre- 
sents the number of times it was asked for. If a color is not there, 
that means almost nobody wanted it. 
The statistics* are based on the sales of interior paint at 500 
custom-mixed color bars of the Martin Senour Company located 
in 70 cities. They represent about one million dollars worth ot 


as no other data can— 





paint bought at retail. And they give you 
the true story of public color preference. 

For these are the colors that people asked for when they had 
nearly unlimited freedom of choice. When paint is bought ready- 
mixed, color choice is limited obviously to 12 or 15 colors—the 
most that is usually offered in ready-mixed paint lines. But colors 
that people have had specially mixed to their order must be colors 
they specially want. Most of the time they want them to “go with” 
something else they now own, or are going to own. 

Since paint is one of the most flexible elements in decorating, 
it is almost bound to follow, rather than precede, the choice of 
colors in other furnishings. The way most of us decorate, as a 
rule, is to find a ready-made material we like, then build the rest 
of the color scheme around it. So it is not surprising that popular 
color preferences, as they show up in paint, should exactly parallel 
the best-selling colors in fabrics, carpetings, wallpapers, ceramic 
tiles, linoleums, and all other home furnishings. 

Now look at the colors themselves. You can’t help recognizing 
the fact that all of them are colors commonly seen in the land- 
scape—the colors of earth and rocks, tree bark and foliage, the 
color of grass and vines, the colors of autumn leaves. There are 
no strong, harsh colors, no colors that would look out-ol-place 
outdoors. Some are flower colors. But they show up in small 
patches. It is a good safe guess that flower colors have been used 


in decorating just as they are in nature 





for accent and sparkle. 

Please notice how well all these colors go together. Had you 
heard that Americans are afraid of color, that they don’t know 
how to use it, that they have to be told what colors are right? 
These statistics should quash that notion once and for all. Could 
you ask for better proof that Americans have more taste and a 
finer color sense than they are given credit for? There is the 
evidence! Americans are doing a good job of color-scheming with 
the things they buy, combining the right things, bringing them 
together with skill and good taste. 

These are today’s colors. Even if the statistics weren’t dated 
1950, you could see for yourself that these are not the same colors 
that were popular 10 to 20 years ago. They are lighter, brighter, 
sunnier. They are not so “proper.” Gone is the day of worrying 
whether a color is “correct for the style of my furniture.” 

Americans are learning to forget the rules about color. They 


are learning to use their own eves.

House BEAuTIFUL asked 46 large manufacturers of home 
furnishings what their most popular items were for the year, 
We were shown hundreds of winners representing millions 
of dollars of sales. Through all of them ran the same natu- 
ralistic colors, the same naturalistic design motifs, the same 
rough, nubbly textures that combine two or more colors— 
the way nature colors the bark of trees, rocks, and leaves. 
Thirty-three of the most typical are assembled here to give 
you a “fast flash” of how they all look. 

No one could miss the point: The materials Americans 
are using to decorate their homes are colored to blend with 
nature, have patterns and textures that come directly out 
of nature. All the patterns derive from some nature form— 
leaves, ferns, nuts, berries, pine branches, flowers. Notice, 
too, that all of these patterns are colored just as nature colors 
the originals. And each pattern is drawn with the kind of 
naturalism that captures the essence of the real thing—the 
ferns as you see them when you walk in the woods, the 
acorns about to fall from the tree. 

Most important, these favorites are well-designed. There 
was not a dud among the hundreds of “best sellers” col- 
lected in our research. This should bury forever the theory 
that the American public has bad taste and will buy bad 
designs. Our taste can’t be so bad when the best-sellers in 
all branches of home furnishings are well-designed and 
beautifully colored. 

Compare the colors of these home furnishings with the 
paint colors on the preceding page. You can’t miss the close 


relationship.—Why are these colors popular? Turn the page. 
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hat is the reason for the present popularity of 


nature colors—the greens, the sunny yellows, the grays, 
warm browns, corals, and sky blues which make up the 
color palette most popular today ? Why are the most popular 
patterns designed around ferns, flowers, and leaves? Is it 
merely a whim of changing fashion, or is it part of a long- 
term and basic style trend? 

You can’t find the answer merely by looking at the colors 
and patterns themselves. You have to consider the past, and 
understand the social forces at work in America. You 
have to remember that America is not primarily a race of 
people, but an idea, a dream of how men might live. Three 
hundred years of uninterrupted democratic social growth— 
the development of this idea—have pretty well established 
the fundamental development of the American house. (See 
“What Is a Truly American House?”, House BEAUTIFUL, 
September 1950.) 

Basic changes in houses, furniture, clothes, and manners 
occur only as the result of changes in the social conditions 
governing our lives. Once you can recognize a main line in 
style development, the rest is easy. Small changes in fashion 
are then easier to understand, because you have perspective 
about the over-all style, and you can see the relationship 
between one small thing and another. 

Men’s clothes are a good example of a basic style trend 
which has remained the same for about the last 150 years. 
The reason is to be found outside the field of clothes. It was 
the break-up of the class system which put men into busi- 
ness suits. When a man’s position and importance were 
settled before he was born, as they were in stratified, feudal 
society, clothes told the wearer’s rank, just as army uniforms 
do now. Men of idle classes advertised their status by going 
around in satin, lace, and feathers. But when special privi- 
lege was done away with, when man’s rewards in life came 
from his own efforts, it was no time at all until invidious 
distinctions went out of dress and men got into clothes 
which permitted them to work. All that fashion has been able 
to do since then is to make relatively minor variations in 
material and cut. 

In the same way, it is not Adrian or Dior, but the doctor 
and the automobile who make the fundamental decisions 


regarding women’s dress. If you do not believe this, try 


to think of what an obstetrician would say of an attempt 
to reintroduce Grandma’s corset, or imagine trying to drive 
an automobile in skirts that swept the ground. 

Let’s take a look at the main line of development in the 
design of the American House. 

More than anything else it was the American building ma- 
terial, wood, which has determined the basic style of our 
houses.

constant in American housing attitudes. 

Particularly during the past 75 years there has been a 
constant change—a movement toward a controlled environ- 
ment. But the emphasis has shifted from protection from 
the elements to control over them. In American houses to- 
day we have nature pretty much under control most of the 
time. We now look at nature with kindly eyes, for we have 
nothing to fear from it. 

Undoubtedly the biggest single tool we have developed 
for controlling the environment is modern heating and all 
its many supporting devices. Highly efficient insulation keeps 
our heating systems from overworking. And there is that 
miracle, insulating glass, which lets in the light and the 
outdoor scene without unduly wasting the fuel. 

Thanks to such technical achievements, the walls of our 
houses no longer “enclose.” Instead they “open out.” The

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extends to the garden wall or to the horizon. Instead of 
walls enclosing a private world and shutting it off from 
everything else, they connect our private world with the 
larger world of nature of which we are all a part. 

Thus we have a new design relationship between the 
house and nature—an unprecedented indoor-outdoor affili- 
ation which is sometimes actual, sometimes only visual. In 
either case, it has affected decoration. It has produced the 
need of using nature colors and nature patterns so that the 
inside of the house will harmonize with the outside—so that 
there will be no visual break between the two. This is the 
secret of today’s “best-sellers”—the key to the popularity of 
the warm browns, grays, and greens that echo the colors 
outside the windows. 

But this taste for blending indoors with outdoors is not 
entirely new. An intimate and harmonious relationship with 
nature has always been one of the goals of indigenous Ameri- 
can houses. Indeed, every step in the development of the 
truly American house has been associated with an attempt 
to relate it more closely to the landscape. H. H. Richardson, 
in his New England houses of 1880 to 1890 (which were the 
first American houses in the sense that they were the first 
type which could not be seen anywhere else but in this 
country), abandoned white paint for the browns and russets 
of the autumn countryside. Frank Lloyd Wright’s “prairie 
houses” in the Middle West were designed to fit into the 


landscape on the double count of line and color. The houses 


of the Greene brothers and Bernard Maybeck in California 
around the turn of the century also showed great conscious- 
ness of the color and texture of the physical environment 
that surrounded them. 

Between 1894 and 1918 the best architectural minds were 
engaged in developing a house expressive of the American 
spirit. They concentrated on developing a philosophy of 
art based on the principles of construction found in nature, 
in which use determines form. During this period there was 
wide acceptance all over the country of “the Craftsman 
house” which grew from a conscious effort to create homes 
that expressed the American attitudes about the equality 
of man. 

But that was before the days of modern heating methods, 
so efforts to link indoors with outdoors were necessarily 
limited to the use of color, materials, and textures that 
recreated natural effects. A precise account of the way this 
was done has been left to us in Gustav Stickley’s Craftsman 
magazine which had a tremendous influence during the first 
two decades of this century. 

Here is a description of the Craftsman ideal in colors and 
finishes taken from Stickley’s writings: 

“The Craftsman house aims at a room with soft, rich color, 
based on the mellow radiance of wood hues and sparkling 
with jewelled highlights given forth by copper, brass, or 
embroidery. Wood is used to give the effect of permanence, 
homelikeness. and rich warm color to a room.

You must design for your particular climate 


irst thing when you arrive in Arizona, you buy a hat—a 
Bi one that really shades your face. First thing in Maine, 
you dig up that old sweater. You do these things without 
giving them any special thought. It’s so obvious. Different 
places call for different clothes. 

Different places also call for different houses. If your 
house is wrong for your local weather, it makes no differ- 
ence how attractive it is—it’s a wrong house. That, too, is 
really obvious. But we often miss on it. We often put the 
right house in the wrong place and make it a wrong house. 
For example, in Florida, people build Mediterranean villas 
there. Some local zoning ordinances say that you must. 
Well, on the Mediterranean Sea the summers are hot and dry, 
the winters cool and rainy. In Florida the summers are hot 
and wet, the winters warm and sunny. So it isn’t the same 
climate at all. The house that’s right for Naples, Italy, 
is wrong for Naples, Florida. Perhaps not in winter, but 
certainly in summer. And the same goes for Norman castles 
in Oklahoma, Cape Cod cottages in Arizona, Spanish villas 
on Long Island, and all the rest. Lots of people are wrongly 
housed who wouldn’t go around wrongly dressed—and 
then they gripe about their climates. 

We shall not try to tell you here what kind of 
house you need in each part of the U.S.A. That 
would be biting off more than we can chew.

In this article, we want to lay merely some groundwork. 
We want to show you more clearly how Climate Control 
works, and why it works. Here is the idea we want to put 
across to you: 

It isn’t wise to say, “I want a house of such-and-such 
a style.” Let your climate design your house. Different 
places call for different houses. To show you how different. 
and why the difference, we shall look at Climate Control 
for summer. We shall show you that heat is not simply 


heat. Summer is not simply summer. We have in this country

at least two kinds of summer with two different kinds of 
heat. (We also have places, of course, that have no serious 
summer heat. We also have belts where the two kinds of sum- 
mer heat are mixed.) Remember, as you read this, that we 
are using summer only as an example. We want to help you 
free yourself of the idea that does so much harm—the idea 
that any house you happen to like can be built any place 
where you happen to live. 

Humid, hot summer air is the main comfort problem of 
the East. Sure, winter is quite real too, say in St. Louis and 
New York City. But winter is not much of a problem. We 
know so well, nowadays, how to keep warm. With insulation, 
double glass, good heating plants, etc., you can beat the 
cold. To beat the heat is a more tricky problem. You have 
to understand the kind of heat you deal with. 

The heat that bothers you in the East is not straightfor- 
ward, honest-to-goodness hot sunshine. In fact, the worst 
days at Washington or New York or New Orleans are some- 
times quite hazy or cloudy. The most uncomfortable period, in 
the average house of this region, is after sunset. The heat 
that bothers you is imported tropical heat—imported by the 
southerly winds, in the form of warm, moist air. This air 
makes you feel so hot mostly because it is excessively moist. 
It has picked up so much moisture over tropical seas that 
it is slow to pick up additional moisture from your skin. 
Therefore, perspiration does not cool you as well as it 
should. The body’s built-in cooling system does not work 
well. You are always damp, and you feet hot. 

Breeze, therefore, is more comfort-giving in this geograph- 
ical belt than shade is. If enough of this moist air flows 
past you every minute, it does manage to dry your skin, more 
or less; and, in doing so, it does cool you. Watch people 


on the street in, say, New Orleans. (New Orleans is perhaps 


re hot and humid, you must have Ventilation 





If your house is built on the smokestack principle, 
you will always have ventilation. Of course, if you 
boost it with big attic fans, the comfort factor rises, 
especially after sunset. Then your fan exhausts the 
hot air at the top of the house, replaces it with cooler 
air from below—the nearer the ground the better.

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the best example of the kind of heat that makes the Eastern 
summer.) The sunny side of the street is not as dead as it 
would be if this were Denver or Phoenix. The comfort-dif- 
ference between sun and shade is simply not enough to drive. 
people over to the shady side. But people cluster where there 
is an extra breeze. They like to stand, for example, right 
in the entrance of a building because the breeze, squeezing 
through the narrow place, speeds up. 

So, for summer comfort in this moist-heat belt, your house 
must be designed for ventilation. It needs lots of openings 
for the breeze. It needs more of them than it needs for 
light. The louvered shutter that keeps out light, sun-glare, 
curious eyes, and lets in the breeze becomes a wonderful 
Climate Control device. Louvered doors inside the house can 
give you individual privacy and still let the air through. 
What you aim at is not a violent breeze, but a general one— 
no part of any room, no part of day or night must have 
dead air. But you can also have a place or two where the 
air-stream is squeezed, as in those entranceways, so that it 
speeds up. That is the original idea of the “breezeway”: 
a dam against the wind, with a gap for the air to spill through, 
something like rapids. By clever design, you can create such 
a spillway for air inside your house, and make an extra 
breeze blow on your dining table or through your bedroom. 
You can do this—as long as there is a breeze. 

But now comes the catch. The breeze generally dies down 
with sunset. And so you get, in this belt, the hot, oppres- 
sive hours of the early night when you can’t sleep. Now, 
Climate Control must depend on another principle of ven- 
tilation: Hot air rises. Now what you need is upward ventila- 
tion—channels by which the warm air can flow up and out 
the top of the house, while cooler night air flows in at the 


ground floor. Let the air flow up (Continued on next page)

your staircase into the attic and then out through attic 
vents. Let it flow up through big registers in your ceilings. 
Let it flow out through open transoms that extend all the 
way to the ceiling. Let it flow up through the so-called clere- 
story window—the strip window located just under the 
ceiling. The idea in all these devices is the same. You 
don’t depend on the breeze to push cool air in and hot air 
out. You depend on the difference in weight. Cool air is 
heavier than warm air. So, if a room has two openings 
at different levels, one low, the other high, here is what 
happens: The cooler air comes in by the low window and 
“floats” the warmer air out by the high window or opening, 
quite without help from any breeze—simply by the difference 
in weight. This is really much like the draft of a chimney. 
And, just as a tall factory chimney has a more powerful 
draft than a low house chimney, it works best with {all 
rooms and fall houses. 

A two-story house is, in many ways, less convenient than 
a single-story one. But in this Eastern summer it can be 
cooler. Low ceilings are more economical to build, and make 
a house more economical to heat in winter. But they don’t 
pay off in summer comfort. A flat roof is more modern and 
less expensive than a tall gabled roof. But in this climate, 
the high attic, with large vents opening to the outside, can 
help cool the house. 

A house with all these upward channels open will be im- 
possible to heat in winter. (It will also be a real chimney 
in case of fire—something to think about.) These upward 
channels, therefore, must be controllable. You must be able 
to stop the draft up your staircase, to close your ceiling regis- 
ters, to close the high-up transoms. 

There is another angle to this moist, tropical air. It 
doesn’t cool off much at night. (There’s a complicated law 
of physics that moist air doesn’t cool off as quickly as dry 
air would.) This means trouble. Your house—the  struc- 
ture of it, the actual brick and wood—has warmed up dur- 
ing the day. It has stored up a lot of heat. With the night 
air so warm, the material won’t cool off until quite late 
at night. And all the lukewarm surfaces surrounding 
you make you feel uncomfortably hot, because they act as 
radiant-heating panels. 

Here is the remedy: Build your house so that it can’t 
hold much heat. The lighter, the less massive the construc- 
tion, the better. You'll see the point if you think of a heavy 
earthenware cup and a thin porcelain cup. You fish both 


of them out of the same hot dishwater; the heavy cup is

If you are planning to build, buy, or 
remodel, remember that each climate de- 
mands its own type of house. A house 
that may be all right for Naples, Italy, 
will never work in Naples, Florida.

sull warm long after you have wiped it dry. The thin one 
cools off almost right away. Because there is so much less 
to it, it holds so much less heat. It’s the same with houses. 
The less massive a house, the more quickly will it cool off 
in the evening. 

You can see how this moist, warm tropical air of the 
Eastern summer dictates the design of your house in many 
different ways. Here is another angle: Because the air is 
so moist and hazy, something happens to the sun rays that 
causes great summer discomfort. The sun heat doesn’t go, 
straight and simple, from the sun to you. A heat ray may 
bounce about in the air, from haze-particle to haze-particle, 
until it finally bounces down on you from some totally 
unexpected angle. For example, stand at a north window 
on a typical hot, hazy eastern summer day. The window is 
definitely in the shade. Yet, you will feel a strong glare 
of heat coming in through it. It shows that the whole sky 
is hot and shines heat at you. It’s this effect that kills so 
much of the difference between sun and shade in the East. 
The direct sunshine is not quite so hot as it might be; be- 
cause some of the sun rays have been deflected by the haze. 


But the shade is not so cool as it should be, because this 











sky-glare reaches you even when you're in shady places. 

In such summer weather, therefore, every window is a 
source of heat—even a window that is technically in the 
shade. To keep the heat off, every window must be shielded 
against the sky if possible; and the larger your windows, the 
more important this becomes. You need a wide roof overhang 
not only on the south side but on all sides, or wide verandas. 

That then takes care of still another angle of the moist- 
hot air. Such air breeds thunderstorms and showers. With 
windows shielded against the sky, you can keep the rain 
out and still let the air in. You can leave your house with 
the windows open so it isn’t an oven when you return. You 
can sleep without concern—you needn't get up to close the 
windows against a sudden shower. 

The planters of the Old South knew what they were doing 
when they built the grand homes that are now the show 
places of the South. Those places had all the design features 
that the Eastern summer weather demands. Consider them 
for a moment with an engineering eye—not how they looked, 
but how they worked. 

They were tall. They had grand staircases that produced 
grand chimney effects. Often there was a cupola atop the 
roof. It acted as an extra vent to let the hot air out. 
Those houses were built light—often by ship’s carpenters 
who knew how to make a structure strong without making 
it heavy. They had columned verandas, often on all four 


sides, that kept off the direct sun, the sky-glare, and the 





People stick to the shady side of the street in the 
Southwest for the simple reason that it’s comfort- 
able there. The temperatures are very high and the 
solar radiation intense. But the air is so dry that, 
once in the shade, you can be quite comfortable. Per- 


spiring is effective because dry air absorbs moisture. 


showery rain. They were airy. Think of the wrought-iron 
balconies, of all the louvered shutters in New Orleans or 
Charleston. 

We would no longer want the grandness of those places, 
even if we could afford it. But their engineering is still 
right. If you want to be comfortable in a humid, hot sum- 
mer, you need cross-ventilation and upward ventilation and 
a non-massive structure and shields against sky-glare. It’s 
as simple as that. 

The Western summer is like the Eastern summer only in 
one respect—it is very hot—so hot you have to do some- 
thing about it. In all other respects, the Western summer 
is more nearly the opposite of the Eastern. The heat is of a 
different kind. It calls for different methods of Climate 
Control and gives you a different-looking house. 

Key fact is that the Western air is dry. Because it is so 
dry, it is clear. The sun rays come shooting down at you 
almost as if there were no air at all. Sunshine—violent, 
piercing, hot sunshine—is what makes the heat of the 
Western summer. 

The difference between sun and shade is all important. 
That’s why the West is the home of the five-gallon hat. 
In summer, the sunny side of a Western city street is de- 
serted; people crowd over into the shade. In the older 
days, the small-town store or the café or the hotel usually 
had a corrugated iron shade roof built out over the 


sidewalk all the way to the curb. (Continued on page 108)

Stop kidding yourself. Gardening is no fun if the amount of 
work exceeds the amount of pleasure you get. If you spend all 
your week ends handcuffed to a lawnmower or toiling in your 
flower beds, your gardening has reached the point of diminish- 
ing returns. And don’t think that the beautiful results justify the 
drudgery. You can get the same results with less work—if you 
go about it the right way. 

First, you have to do a little analytical thinking. Why do you 
have a garden? Does it fulfill a particular purpose (see page 64), 
or does it just exist because your house doesn’t take up all your 
lot? Once you know why, you can determine the kind and size 
of garden you should have. The amount of time you’d like to 
spend has a lot to do with this—so plan accordingly. 

Don’t talk about plants until you’ve done this basic thinking. 
Then remember a plant must justify the time it takes—planting 
time plus maintenance time. Each plant has specific require- 
ments for health and growth, so don’t grow too many kinds. 

Now yow’re ready to think about flower colors. Unfortunately, 
most people start with colors and suddenly find themselves 
bogged down because they failed to select labor-saving plants.

They should have: 


1. Climate hardiness 
It’s not enough that your plants can resist the toughest local winter: 
they must survive and remain attractive after summer droughts, beat- 
ing rains, and high winds. They must prosper under the sun or shade 


conditions which exist, also the wet feet or shallow soil they encounter. 


2. Correct size and habit of growth 


Knowing the height to expect (usual seed catalog information) doesn't 


tell you whether to expect fat, squat plants, round globes, or tall, 





slender spires—nor do you know how far apart to put the plants. 
Mistakes here can involve you hopelessly in a long struggle with over- 


crowded, spindly plants and attendant troubles (see page 69). 


3. All-year beauty 


Few parts of the country are frost-free, so consider off-season appear- 
ance in your locality. Just because a plant is evergreen isn’t enough; 
rhododendron leaves, for example, curl and hang dejectedly when the 
temperature goes down to 10 degrees. In some areas, strong winter 


winds often rip and shred any large evergreen leaves. 


4. Pest resistance 


Pests aren’t inevitable. There is a long list of flowers and shrubs 
that are practically immune to some of the deadliest pests. Look for 
wilt-resistant varieties or rust-resistant types in seed catalogs. Ask 
nearby gardeners for recommendations on plants locally immune to 


Japanese beetle, aphids, etc. (Climate and soil seem to influence this.) 


3. Long season of bloom 


Why settle for a color display that lasts only a few days? Modern 
varieties bloom longer than their ancestors. In addition you have such 
a choice of varieties that you can have a new one coming into bloom 
before the earlier type wanes. You can have five months of bloom from 
modern petunias, four from roses, three from zinnias, marigolds, iris, 


tuberous begonias, tulips, phlox, hardy asters, and chrysanthemums.

evelopment of the American Style was, of course, inev1- 
D table. It was almost a matter of water finding its own 
level. A river may meander and, in extreme cases, even go 
underground for a period, but there are some natural laws 
which cannot be denied. Not forever. 

The three ancient precepts of Stability, Utility, and Beauty 
are almost natural laws for the applied arts, although there 
have been schools in the past, which, to their sorrow, attempted 
to ignore one or more of them. There have been European 
schools of thought which sought to disguise utility with orna- 
mentation, and they took root in America like the Russian 
thistle—for a time. 

The American Style is essentially honest. It refuses to accept 
a sewing machine disguised as a bookcase, although Americans 
themselves have built sewing machines to look like bookcases 
with phony book backs behind glass, and they also have been 
guilty of painting bright posies on the doors of the black 
iron safes. 

But the American Style shuns pretense. It recognizes the 
possibility of beauty existing in sheer utility. It is part of 
the vital history of America and of America’s geography, too.

so you notice them more readily. 

Actually, monosodium glutamate 
doesn’t work on the food at all, but 
on the tongue. The glutamic acid 
in the powder acts as a stimulant 
for the taste buds, and thus they 
are able to do a better job of 
tasting and enjoying all natural 
flavors. When these are pointed 


‘up. the need for other seasoning 


diminishes and there is less chance 
of spoiling food by overseasoning. 


\ OST people don’t use enough 
glutamate when 
they first begin to cook with it. It 


monosodium 


shouldn’t be wasted, of course, but 
you can use a tablespoon or even 
more when cooking a large amount, 
like a soup or a stew. For most 
dishes in average-family quantity 
a teaspoon is a more general meas- 
urement. 

Vegetables are vastly improved 
by the use of monosodium gluta- 
mate. The two tricks in cooking 
vegetables properly are these: Peel 
no more than the barest layer of 
outside skin, and then cook them 
quickly with very little water in a 
covered pot. If you do this, and 
add about a teaspoon of the pow- 
der to a pound of vegetables, you 
will have wonderful results. Bland 
vegetables, such as beets, celery, 
and carrots, may need some other 
distinctive seasoning touches. 

Monosodium glutamate is an im- 
portant ingredient in salads, bring- 
ing out the delicate flavor of the 
most simple salad greens and ac- 
centing the seasonings and oil and 
vinegar. 

Meat cookery makes full use of 
monosodium glutamate, as meat is 
a protein and, therefore, is closely 
related to the amino acids. Some 
of the powder sprinkled over steak 
or chops before broiling does won- 
ders for the finished flavor. It is 
helpful in’ any 


extremely meat 


sauce or gravy as it picks up the 


combined bouquet of tastes and. 


makes them more intense. In all 
cooking the use of monosodium 
glutamate decreases the use of salt. 

Avoid using monosodium gluta- 
mate on strong vegetables (with 
the exception of cabbage), smoked 
fish, or anything else with very 
pronounced flavor. It is at its best 
when pointing up hidden or cloudy 
flavors, but not in accentuating 
those which are already definite. It 
has no use in desserts, as it does 
have a slightly salty taste, and this 
does not blend with anything that 
is supposed to be sweet. Use it 


freely with all meats, fish, poultry,

Proof that the Waltz Is a Chief 
Source of the Debility of Body and 
of Our Generation.

World. It was not pseudo-Greek or 
pseudo-feudal or pseudo-anything. 
It was plain and it was homely, 
but it was indigenous and unpre- 
tentious and it worked well enough 
to make the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
monstrosities seem ridiculous. 

Architects could sneer at Bill 
Smith’s home, but it actually 
opened their eyes to the facts of 
life. No matter what poems in 
bricks, stone, stucco, or pine they 
might evolve, their houses had to 
work at least as well as Bill Smith’s 
or there was no sale. 


F COURSE. the brighter young 

architects, being scientific as 
well as artistic and well-grounded 
in the basic principles of their pro- 
fession, were able to improve on 
Bill Smith’s house. They were able 
to develop various designs for 
homes which not only worked far 
better than Bill Smith’s but were 
beautiful at the same time. That, 
I think, was the next step toward 
the American Style as far as resi- 
dences are concerned, because these 
bright young architects for the first 
time in American history began to 
break the chains which bound them 
to the Greek and Roman and Lom- 
bard and Byzantine and Ecole des 
Beaux Arts and were looking at 
Bill Smith’s house that Joe the 
carpenter - contractor built from 
figures he worried out with a 
chewed lead-pencil on the back of 
a couple of old envelopes. 

To look at Bill Smith’s homely 
house one might never guess how 
potent its part was in America’s 
artistic history. It is difficult to 
think of Bill Smith’s house in con- 
nection with art. But the truth 
is that America needed a purging 
of its nineteenth-century nonsense, 
of the Ecole des Beaux Arts and 
of the Chicago World’s Fair be- 
fore it could look at itself with a 
clear. unfevered eye. Bill Smith’s 
house played its part in that purg- 
ing, although Bill Smith and Joe 
the carpenter probably would have 
resented that job being assigned 
to their house. 

The population of the United

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States at the beginning of the 
Twentieth Century was made up of 
peoples from virtually every land 
under the sun, millions of whom 
had arrived since the close of the 
Civil War. They all brought their 
distinctive cultures with them and, 
in a way of speaking, threw these 
cultures into the common melting 
pot as they themselves became as- 
similated as Americans. 

While American culture is bas- 
ically indigenous, it is at the same 
time a subtle fusing of all other 
cultures. And sometimes in_ this 
necessarily 
mixture goes awry and develops 


fusing the unstable 
aberrations. We have always had 
silly fads and no doubt always will. 

Such was the case when the Met- 
ropolitan Museum opened its Amer- 
ican Wing in 1924. Basically, this 
wing was extremely good and _ in- 
teresting. But. unfortunately, a 
coterie of decorators misunderstood 
and exaggerated its significance, 
seizing upon the form rather than 
the spirit. to start a senseless early 
American craze. 

The French Horror had _ threat- 
ened again during the first World 
War when Americans were moved 
to admiration for the gallantry of 
the Poilu at Verdun, and once more 
it burst forth briefly like the 
scabies with the Paris Exposition 
of 1925. Apparently the French 
Horror is always endemic in Amer- 
ica, especially in spots like Holly- 
wood. The virus seems to be un- 
filterable and doubtless we must 
expect and prepare for periodic 
outbreaks. 


HE young architect seeking rec- 

ognition is always under tempta- 
tion to create something startling, 
and he may carry an essentially 
good innovation to such extremes 
that the innovation loses its merit 
and becomes an abomination. I 
think there is real danger of this 
even in some of the extravagantly 
severe versions of the practical, 
livable, modern house. Chastity is 
not always the greatest of virtues— 
not when it conflicts with common 
sense. 

We must not be discouraged if 
the time comes when nonsense 
seems to be gaining control again. 
New fads are almost inevitable. 
Our progress has always averaged 
three steps forward and two back. 
although we sometimes slip four or 
five. Prospects are more favorable 
than ever before now that the Amer- 
ican Style has finally emerged to 
be recognized, and we have some- 
thing chaste and clean to cling to 
even in the most violent storms of 
artistic depravity. We know the 
American Style will endure be- 
cause it is right.

Men ot Music 


No technical treatise, this new edition of an 


old book sugar-coats the history of the great 


names in music. It’s lively, palatable reading 


by Richard Williams 


iscussing the hobby of collecting 

first editions, Charles Lamb said 
that he collected second editions; 
second editions were so much rarer. 

Second editions of books on mu- 
sic are so much rarer. Usually the 
public’s interest barely suffices to 
get rid of the initial printing. Then 
the book is dead. Books on music 
languish, I believe, not because 
there is a lack of interest in the 
subject but because such 
books are written above the heads 
(and way above the hearts) of a 


most 


general audience. 

Men of Music, by Wallace Brock- 
way and Herbert Weinstock, is a 
book which, since its publication in 
1939, has gone through eight print- 
ings. That is remarkable enough. 
Not only that, it has pleased so 
large a public that the authors have 
now brought forward a new, re- 
vised and enlarged edition, hand- 
somer and bigger than the previous 


| ones, This success is no accident. 


In the field of musical writing, the 
book is a good deed which shines 
in a naughty world, or at least in 
a turgid world, one burdened by 
obese scholarship. 

Men of Music is a simple book 
and works on a simple premise. It 
tells the story of music in terms of 
the eminent men who have writ- 
ten the music. The premise is not 
altogether sound. One could not get 
a complete idea of the heavens by 
observing only the brightest stars 
and ignoring those of medium light. 
This is false astronomy, and Men 
of Music, to a certain extent at 
least. is false history. On the other 
hand, it is practical history, prac- 
tical for the needs of most of us. 

If we are not students, we care 
not at all about Stamitz or Ditters- 
dorf, the first of whom wrote some 
70 symphonies and the second of 
whom wrote a slew of operas, and 
both of whom were important in

Originally, the traditional American garden was the 
front lawn. It was the true expression of the spiritual 
attitudes of our people. Each householder maintained 
his front yard for the enjoyment of everybody, and was 
permitted to enjoy everyone else’s in return. As a result, 
no one felt envious or shut out. Each identified himself 
with the whole. This was a reflection of our social atti- 
tudes. These friendly extroverted gardens had their part 
in forming the friendly extroverted people, who are 
our finest product. But that kind of garden had no 
privacy and was not used like a room. 

The new American garden keeps this friendly, open 
character, but strives for privacy as well. We live closer 
together these days, our streets are no longer quiet thor- 
oughfares and our houses are smaller. 

Other factors have also produced change in our gar- 
dens. Knowledge of climate control has shown us how to 
extend the number of good days each year, so we can add 
several more months to our outdoor living season. Radi- 
ant heat under the outdoor terrace has made outdoor 
living possible in places (or times of the day) where it 
was impractical before. Outdoor lighting systems, pri- 
vate and community insecticide systems, outside cooking

Greatest asset of pav- 
ing is that you don’t have to mow it. And if you install 
the paving level with surrounding ground, you won't 
have to hand-trim edges. (See page 79.) 

Paving is being put to a new use since the war. It 
is being used to embed heating coils, thus putting 
comfort in the chilly garden. In areas that have a lot 
of marginal temperatures (on the margin between 
warm and cold), this makes a big difference in how 
many hours a year you can use the garden. A heat 
slab lets you stay out on chilly evenings and use the 
earden earlier in spring and later in fall. If you have 
heat in the garden, it can function still more like a 
room—without benefit of roof. 

Some people are carrying the room idea a step fur- 
ther by creating an outdoor pavilion, complete with 
roof, fireplace, and at least one wall. They equip it 
for entertaining with barbecue, dramatie lighting, 
and bar facilities, taking wear and tear off the main 
house while creating a glamorous setting for parties. 

This new kind of garden-for-living can be created 
for any existing house, providing there is 1,000 to 
1.500 sq. ft. of land, and providing the house can be 


altered to provide good access between inside and out.

Garden design now is custom-tailored to your spe- 
cifie needs for living space outdoors. Because it is to 


be simple, its design must fit the natural surroundings. 


This does not mean you build a rubber-stamp copy 
of nature. Instead your garden is a man-made compo- 
sition—a skillful mingling of patterns. colors, and tex- 
tures that reproduces a scaled-down version of the same 
exciting beauty which nature itself creates. You can 


readily see how foreign this is to the forced symmetry 





of formal gardens and to the religious symbolism of 
the Japanese. | 

The American style garden is neither complicated 
nor artificial. It is something plain and simple that

How to use 


water 


in your garden 


—— 


Strive for naturalism. You will probably line 
the basin with concrete or metal, but keep these 
inconspicuous. Let the lawn grass and pool-side 
plants and rocks come down so close to the water 
that the man-made part of the pool is com- 


pletely hidden. 


Conceal the way water gets to the pool. 
Water should always appear as running water— 
not as spray. Squirting frogs and the like are 
entirely out of place in a naturalistic garden. 
Waterfalls are appropriate only if they are kept 


in scale with the size of the pool. 


Be sure planting is correct. You want your 
plants to look at home near a pool. so confine 
your choice of plants to the kinds which nat- 
urally grow near water. Arrange them in the 
Same sequence that they grow in nature—from 


the wettest to the driest soil. 


Use reflection to double beauty. Locate 
your pool so people can see the constantly chang- 
ing reflections of sky and plants. If your pool 
is mainly for reflection. keep it shallow and line 
it with lead. Paint a concrete pool black—never 


paint it “sky” blue. 


Maintain proper scale. Size of pool deter- 
mines size of plants and kinds of foliage textures 
to’ use. The three pools shown on these pages 
are especially beautiful because their designers 


gave detailed attention to scale in choosing plants.

Adequate closet space is a rarity in most re- 
modeling, chiefly because remodelers think of closets 
in terms of square, space-consuming cubicles. A 
ceiling-to-floor storage strip uses little floor-space.

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Eprror’s Note: This article is the third in a series of 
three giving the findings of a survey made among 46 
manufacturers of home furnishings to ascertain what were 
their best-selling designs during 1950. Manufacturers 
of both volume and high-priced merchandise were polled. 
Likewise, makers of goods sold through decorator out- 
lets and department stores were surveyed. In short, a 
good cross-slice of many millions of dollars worth of 
sales in five types of industries were surveyed, which 
means the findings are not warped by distortions due to 
selling price. The five types of manufacturers polled were 
makers of drapery and upholstery fabrics, wallpapers. 
paints, floor coverings (rugs, linoleums), and ceramic 
tiles. Because these types of merchandise represent the 
biggest areas of color and pattern in a home, any evi- 
dence about their prevalence is also evidence about the 


over-all character of millions of homes. 


ne of the most maligned things about America is 

the taste of our people. Whenever the professional 
“viewers-with-alarm” run out of subjects to wring their 
hands about, they always fall back on public taste. 

“It's awful,” they say, “what dreadful designs the 
people spend their money for!” 

Since it’s only human nature (as well as very satisfy- 
ing to the ego) to look down on other people. this indoor 
sport is indulged in rather widely. Even retailers, who 
actually have concrete figures and facts about what sells, 
and who should be able to arrive at their own conclu- 
sions, tend to underestimate public taste. They evaluate 
their sales figures as an accountant does, rather than in 
the light of design. 

That’s why House BEAUTIFUL’s recent survey among 
46 manufacturers of certain types of home furnishings, to 
find out what were their best-sellers, slays the lurking 
dragon about the bad taste of the public. For “the win- 
ners” were uniformly well designed. The colors, patterns, 
and textures that enjoyed the greatest sales success in 
1950 were definitely in good taste and beautiful. There 
wasn't a “lemon” among them by House BEAUTIFUL’S 
standards of what is good design. Seen together as a 
cumulative exhibit, these best-sellers are overwhelming 
evidence that the public’s taste is a great deal better than 
is commonly recognized. 

Best of all, when you study how these best-sellers cor- 


relate with each other, you discover another thing not 


commonly recognized: that people have a good sense of

color scheming. They are combining colors skillfully and 
with common sense. The colors of the soft goods they are 
buying (fabrics, carpets, and wallpapers) are clearly 
reflected in the paints they are using. This high correla- 
tion in color means they are assembling the right things. 

We, as a people, make no claim to be critical judges 
of architecture, painting, or sculpture, but we do have 
taste. We do have the alertness and sensibility of mind 
that permit us to both enjoy and perceive what is beau- 
tiful, harmonious, and true in the works of nature and 
art. Furthermore, the perception of these qualities is 
attended with an emotion of pleasure. 

The notion that it is impossible for the bulk of the 
people to have good taste is a mental hold-over from 
another form of society—a stratified society where the 
upper classes assume the role of arbiters of taste, and 


they set the fashion, and “good taste’” becomes merely 








The favorite indoor sport of the 
intelligentsia ts to look down on 
the public’s taste.

prevalent fallacy. House Beautiful’ s 
recent survey. to discover which 
designs of wallpapers, fabrics, 
paints and floor coverings sell best, 
shows that the biggest sellers are 


both well designed and well colored

a reflection of what they thought best. But there is 
not, and never has been, any evidence that this quality 
is the sole property of any class—any more than is 
mathematical ability or musical ability. 

From this irrefutable evidence of what has sold the 
best, it is clear that people want beauty and harmony in 
their surroundings, just as they want peace and safety 
and order in their society. They are clearly taking their 
ideas of beauty from nature, for they are repeating 
colors of rocks, trees, and foliage in their homes. They 
show they know a master’s touch when they see il. 

It is commonly accepted that we Americans want util- 
ity. But it is not so widely accepted that we want beauty 
as well. Anyone who misses this. misses the meaning of 
America. 


Those who do not agree with the contention that basi- 


cally our people have good taste bolster their position by 
pointing out how many bad designs do sell. True, all 
kinds of things sell. But we need to understand in what 
proportions and why they have appeal and whether they 
are bought merely because nothing better is offered for 
sale in that town. High sales of badly designed merchan- 
dise might only show that the retailers in their trading 
area were pre-selecting bad designs, thereby removing 
freedom of choice from the people. For the customer 
can’t choose better than the choices available. 

Our judgment about all this must be based on accurate 
knowledge. This must be of two kinds—vertical and hori- 
zontal. In other words, we must be informed sboth statis- 
tically and historically. We must not only have the facts, 
but we must also be able to interpret them. A knowledge 
of what has happened, historically, is one of the greatest 
aids to interpreting what is happening now. 


The kind of life you live—particularly the extent to 





which you are keyed up—affects your choice of food, 
music, and color. For instance. wines go with a leisurely 
life. Cocktails go with a keyed-up one. For cocktails tend 
to snap you out of the pressure. Your choice of music 
and colors is influenced in the same way. 

If you are working in a fish cannery, it is understand- 
able why you might like to go to lunch in a garishly col- 
ored place to the accompaniment of juke box music. These 
could be welcome, if they gave you a change of pace and 


mood from the drabness and pressure of the cannery. 


So, isn’t it understandable (following this line of 


thought to its ultimate application to taste) that fac- 
tory workers who perform a monotonous mechanical mo- 
tion day after day should like excessively carved furniture 
and highly patterned “waterfall” veneers? Isn’t it equally 
clear why intellectuals, whose minds are occupied ration- 
alizing the complexities of society. should prefer simplicity 
of design and clean lines and surfaces? Perhaps in the 
many kinds of lives we live lie the several explanations 
about taste. 

Your problem, as a consumer, is to try to understand 
why and from what motives your taste preferences arise. 
\re you really making a free choice. or are you only a 
puppet in some bigger chain of circumstances? Are you 
buying what you buy simply because you haven't seen 
any better alternatives? Or have you deliberately chosen 
only after seeing everything ?

This is a remarkably well-selected, 
permanent exhibit of all kinds 
of Danish home-furnishing design, 
chosen for excellence by a fine- 
tooth committee of experts. Any 
artist or craftsman whose work is 
shown must keep up to standard 
or out he goes. You can buy here. 

All Scandinavians are meticulous 
wood craftsmen, but the Danes are 
particularly skilled in giving wood 
a fluid, molded quality which gives 
movement and character to their 
Modern. Finn Juhl and Hans Weg- 
ner are two designers who use this 
technique brilliantly. The Fritz 
Hansen knockdown chair, which 
you can assemble yourself, sim- 
ilarly shows a masterly skill in 
handling plywood.

ten days before she arrived in 
Bergen aboard the Norwegian 
America Line’s lovely white “Oslo- 
fjord.” Then from Bergen they 
steamed down the wonderful fjord- 
riven west coast, stopping again 
at colorful Stavanger before round- 
ing the Skaggerak for Oslo, set 
in the cleft of the Oslofjord. 
First thing to see in Oslo is 
their new City Hall. Dozens of 
Norway’s best artists, sculptors, 
wood carvers, and tapestry weavers 
worked on it, telling the country’s 
story in every possible form. The 
murals in the great hall which 
depict the Nazi invasion are the 
most powerful and disturbing that 
I have ever seen. What seems 
to amaze strangers most is the 
strong, fierce color, which is more 
one’s idea of Latin than Norse. But 
when you remember that in the 
long dark winter the mountains 
lock most of Norway’s people in 
lonely isolation, you understand 
that this strong color is the coun- 
trys way of blowing off steam. 
I was especially taken by the 
polychromé wood carvings that de- 
pict Norse legends along the out- 
side porticos of- the City Hall, 
and was intrigued by the glistening 
oat-straw wall covering in the big 
city council room.

on a given planting date will in- 
sure better pollination. Make this 
double row as short as you like, 
and then complete the rows with 
later corn or some other vegetable. 


INTERPLANTING IS A SPACE- 
SAVER. Alternating rows of veg- 
etables that mature quickly with 
those that require more space is 
an old trick but still very useful 
in small gardens. For example, 
plant a row each of earliest lettuce 
and beets. Then skip a row and 
put in radish and early cabbage. 
These will be well under way when 
it comes time to put in tomatoes, 
peppers, squash, and cucumbers 


in the open row. 


SUCCESSION CROPS ON THE 
SAME SOIL. Many late crops may 
be planted in the same rows where 
early ones grew before. For exam- 
ple, where you had early peas, 
make a planting of beets for fall 
or reserve the space for a late sum- 
mer planting of spinach. Plants of 
late cabbage and cauliflower may 
often be set where early vegetables 


: 
are removed. As the first crop prob- ay ee rate lb 


ably used up a lot of available 
plant food and sub-soil moisture, 
a second fertilization and good wa- 
tering is a must before planting 


the second crop. 


A FINAL SUGGESTION. The most 
common mistake in planning veg- 
etable gardens is lack of diversifi- 
cation in time of seeding. There is 
no point in having a large planting 
of cabbage reach maturity in mid- 
summer when corn, beans, and 
other warm-weather vegetables are 
at their prime. Have a few cabbage 
for summer, but reserve the main 
planting for fall maturity when 
quality is best and they will keep 
well in the garden without split- 
ting. Make your large planting of 
beets and carrots in early summer 
so they will be right for fall use 
and for storage. Make at least two 
plantings of beans and even more 
of corn to insure a spread in har- 
vest. Maturity dates on the seed 
packets will help you decide on 
planting time for given varieties.

If your favorite plants will play 
their roles in the whole correctly 
and do what is needed, where they 
are needed, when they are needed, 
then it is all right to use them. 
But if they won’t, to drag them in 
regardless is the surest way to spoil 
your garden. If common, easy-to- 
grow plants can do a job better 
than exotic or demanding-to-be- 
pampered ones, then by all means 
take the ones which will do the 
job best. In the development of 
the American Style garden we are 
after an over-all effect, and plant 
health and well-being matter as 
much as beautiful over-all design. 

Intimately relating the house 
to the ground is the second goal in 
creating an American Style garden. 
Look at your house and see if this 
has been done. 

Does your house look as if there 
were any reason for its being ex- 
actly where it is? Or does it look 
as if it had been located by acci- 
dent, borne in on some invisible 
tide which has left it stranded? 
Or does it look as if it had been 
set in a clearing, and is making a 
pitiful attempt to resist the en- 
croachments of the environment? 
Has the attempt to relate the house 
and garden, visually, been made 
solely by foundation planting, giv- 
ing the appearance of a roast, gar- 
nished by a fringe of radish roses 
and celery curls? 


O MAKE a house which looks as 

if it grew gracefully out of the 
ground is, basically, an architec- 
tural problem, which is why you 
should retain a landscape archi- 
tect rather than a_horticulturist. 
Skillful handling of the garden can 
do much to make house and garden 
appear to be on speaking terms. 
Walls, terraces, and walks 
reach out and enclose part of the 
garden as part of their organic 
form by interlocking geometric

A Hundred Years? 
What’s the Difference?

work which a famous critic 
\ called “one of the most satis- 
factory operas ever produced” cele- 
brates its hundredth birthday this 
March 11th. Rather, like loving 
grandchildren, we celebrate in its 
honor. A toast, then, to Verdi's 
Rigoletto. A blessing on the opera 
which was originally entitled The 
Curse! Can you think of a more 
satisfactory opera to honor? 

Rigoletto is the first of the world- 
famous operas Verdi wrote, the 
first of the redoubtable triumvirate, 
Rigoletto, Traviata, and Trovatore. 
Verdi was 37 when he began to 
work on it, and he was already a 
popular composer, popular within 
Italy at least. When we talk of 
Verdi’s early masterpieces, we for- 
get that Rigoletto is actually Ver- 
di’s seventeenth opera. His appren- 
ticeship was a long one. He did 
not become the master at once. 

The management of the Fenice 
Theater in Venice—a theater which 
still stands and which is one of 
the most exquisite and delightful 
small theaters of the world—com- 
missioned Verdi to deliver an opera 
for the carnival season. Verdi was 
able to dictate his own terms (he 
always knew how to defend his 
artistic rights). and he stipulated

in the contract that he was to have 
a choice of artists, that he was té 
supervise the rehearsals himself 
and that the production was to be 





brought out “as soon as possible, 
meaning when he was completel 
satisfied with it. 

Verdi proposed a libretto based 
on the drama by Victor Hugo. Lé 
Roi samuse—“The King Amuse} 
Himself.” He was probably at 





tracted to the play because h¢ 
found there the violent and sombe! 
dramatic situations which he neede¢ 
for his music. But the choice was 
practically speaking, a  dubiou| 
one. The play had created a scan 
dal in Paris. It had been attacke¢ 
by the censor as immoral and pro 
voking. it had given Victor Hug 
no end of trouble. and when it wa’ 
finally produced it was roundl) 
hissed at the first performance. 
The management of the Fenic 
Theater somewhat reluctantly ac 
cepted the subject. History was 1) 
part to repeat itself. When thi 
libretto was finished, it was sul! 
mitted to the military governor 4 
Venice, Venice at that time bein) 
under Austrian military gover 
ment. This gentleman not onl)

He said that “I often sat 
at my desk without interruption 
from early morning to late at night, 
with nothing beside me but a cup 
of black coffee.” The rehearsals, 
which, according to the contract. 
Verdi supervised, were given in a 
continuous state of excitement. The 
singers, the orchestra, even the 
stage hands all realized that they 
were concerned with an opera the 
like of which had never been heard 
before. This was stronger music, 
richer orchestration, more fright- 
ening power. more persuasive mel- 
odies than they had experienced 
even from the pen of a Verdi. 


ERDI himself knew the worth of 
his work. He withheld one aria 
from the tenor, merely giving him 
a piece of blank paper during re- 
hearsals. Not until the last re- 
hearsal did Verdi release the aria, 
and then he asked the entire troupe 
to promise him not to sing or hum 
the tune outside the theater. Verdi 
wished to make sure that this mel- 
ody was not to be known prema- 
turely. He was right. After the 
premiere the spectators came out 
of the theater humming “La donna 
é mobile.” Soon all Venice sang it. 
Rigoletto was a huge success and 
made its way around the world. 
Ten years after its premicre. Patti 
appeared in it in New Orleans. 
Here and abroad audiences loved 
‘it, though, as usually happens with 
a popular success. some critics de- 
nounced it. In 1862 the famous 
London critic, Henry F. Chorley, 
wrote: “Signor Verdi is the most 
untender of Italians, past, present. 
and—let it be hoped—to come. The 
part of his Buffoon’s daughter in 
the opera Rigoletto is cold, child- 
ish, puerile. The air (“Caro Nome” ) 
jsung by her is but a lackadaisical 
‘yawn. Even in the quartette of the 
‘last act, her share amounts to little 
}more than a chain of disconnected 
sobs. Why not as well present the 
| effects of a cold in the head?” 

In the theater, all but the great- 
est works begin after a passage of 
years to date and to show their 
_age. Rigoletto is also, in a sense, 
) old-fashioned opera. Certain of its 


musical expressions have been re- 


peated so often that they have 
become clichés. Yet the opera is 
so powerful, the music at its best 
so great, that we are quite willing 
to overlook its fist-clenching ges- 
tures and a few conventional sobs. 
Obviously the opera owes its popu- 
larity to the tunes “La donna é 
mobile” or “Questa o quella,” both 
of which the Duke sings. or Gilda’s 
much abused “Cara nome,” or most 
of all the Quartet, and yet the vir- 
tue of the opera and the reason 
for its never-failing effect are not 
to be found in the tunes alone. 
Rigoletto is a true music drama. 
The scene, for example, in which 
the professional assassin, Sparafu- 
cile. accosts Rigoletto on the street 
and half furtively, half proudly, 
offers him his services. This scene, 
with its brooding cello accompani- 
ment, is as fine a piece of theater 
as can be found in opera or in 
spoken drama. The entire last act, 
the climax of the opera. is a mas- 
terpiece from beginning to end. 
“La donna e mobile,” the tune 
itself. is used not only as an aria 
but as a means of underscoring 
the dramatic conflict. Its bright, 
graceful melodiousness is an ironic 
juxtaposition to the painful plot- 
ting of the limping hunchback. 
How wonderful and terrible is the 
moment when Rigoletto, believing 
that the Duke lies dead in the sack, 
hears that tune from afar, hears it 
enveloped in thunder and lightning. 


HE Quartet also serves a dra- 

matic purpose. Here are four 
people—one plots revenge, another 
is overcome by hopeless love, the 
third flirts with the fourth, who does 
not take the third seriously and yet 
is attracted to him—four situations 
and emotions. and yet all are com- 
bined in a concerted piece of ex- 
traordinary beauty. 

From Caruso to future tenors, 
from Scotti to future baritones, 
the opera has been. and will con- 
tinue to be. a singer’s opera. It 
can be interpreted afresh by great 
artists and mean something new in 
each era. It means something new 
because Rigoletto contains funda- 
mental music of passion and pity. 
A hundred years don’t make much 


difference to such music.

human initiative, gameness, and common sense needs bolster-

life that should be the birthright of our times.

But are you using them? Are you letting 
prejudices of 20 to 50 years ago hamstring 
you? Are outmoded ideas standing in the 
way of your benefiting from the thou- 
sands of servants working for you in freez- 


ing plants, canneries, dairies, bakeries? 





ot all of your kitchen is in your home. The thou- 
sands of people working in canneries. creameries, 
packing plants and frozen food plants are just as much 
your servants as if they were under your roof. For the 
hard, dirty exacting work of food preparation is done 
there by them. Only the easy part is left for you to do. 

You may think servants have disappeared. because none 
are on your payroll, But you are mistaken. True. you 
don’t have to look at them or listen to them. But they 
are sull working for you, 7f you let them and know how 
to utilize the contribution they can make. 

You pay for these thousands of servants when you buy 
mass-produced foods. But their services cost less, per 
manpower unit, than if they were on your payroll. Thanks 
to the advantages of mass production, your money can 
buy more services than you could obtain any other way. 
As many people are “waiting on you” as if you were the 
richest oriental potentate. 

But not all families are sharing in this new utopian 
situation. Prejudice about processed foods is keeping 
millions of women chained to old-fashioned, unnecessary 
drudgery. It has long been a conceit among women who 
take their homemaking seriously that using canned and 
processed foods is not the best way. It has been made 
a virtue to use only fresh foods. even though such foods 
may have been in transit for five to ten days. This con- 
ceit started, quite understandably, with our grandmothers 
and was perpetuated by our mothers. They had plenty of 


reason to be suspicious of the early experimental efforts 











of the food industry. Since cooking habits are handed 
down from mother to daughter, this prejudice has per- 
sisted, even though the causes are no longer valid. 

This prejudice flourished for another reason: lack of 
understanding about how to cook to gourmet standards 
with processed foods. 

When a woman, who is particular about quality, makes 
a tentative try at using a processed food, she is likely 
to serve it exactly as it comes out of the can or package. 
This proves to her, all over again, that she’s been right 
all along. For the processed food will be underseasoned, 
or seasoned with things she doesn’t like, or made by a 
recipe she doesn’t approve of. And back she goes to 
preparing everything from scratch—her way. 

What she doesn’t know is that she could have found, 
from among the dozens of brands of one foodstuff, a 
type that did fit her needs. If she wanted to do her own 
seasoning, she could have found a brand that had almost 
no seasoning, but which still had the advantage of no 
handwork of peeling, slicing, stemming or whatever. That 
foodstuff would be a better product, basically, because 
it was processed at the exactly right moment of fruition. 
If she had located that just-right-for-her brand, she 
could have gone on to put the stamp of her own brand 
of cooking on it-—but without the same consumption of 
time and energy. If she could get over that first hurdle 
(of knowing that processed foods must be used differ- 
ently), then she could go on to harness the other thou- 


sands of food possibilities, (Continued on next page)

and extend her cooking repertoire to exciting horizons. 

The truth is that there is a new situation in the food 
world of today. We need to sweep from our minds the 
misconceptions inherited from former generations of 
housewives. We need to open our eyes to the fact that 
cooking possibilities are different from what they have 
ever been before in history. To understand what the mir- 
acles of science and industry can do for us we need more 
perspective and a bigger frame of reference. 

House BEAUTIFUL’s new department, “The Daily Arts 
of Good Living,” will deal with understanding the full op- 
portunities of our times, as they apply to food shopping, 
food preparation, food storage and food service. 
So much has happened in the last couple of decades, and 
progress has come with such a rush in so many different 
departments of living, it has been hard to achieve a per- 
spective on the total scene. We have not yet integrated 
all the new things. The “Daily Arts” department will try 
to show you how all our new inventions interlock, what 
cross-effects they produce, how they can reduce work and 
free us to do other things with our time. 


This new program differs from any others in these ways: 


1. it will stress the use of available foods, including the 


frozen, ready, or almost ready-to-use foods. 


2. it will stress cooking principles, instead of formulas 
(recipes). Cooking cannot be a creative act, nor even an 
up-to-date act, if recipes are the sole guides. A good 
recipe book is like a good dictionary—necessary for 
reference, but not capable of teaching us to write or 
speak the language. Cooking cannot be fun, imaginative 


or adventuresome, if it is done by rote from recipes. 


3. it will show how to make your own variations of ex- 
isting recipes by— 

Simplifying—-working downward from the haute cuisine, 
which is the most elegant and most glamorous version 
of how to cook. The advantage is that it enables you to 
make the best use of what you have on hand, or what is in 
plentiful supply. Unless the cook has a general, over-all 
point of view about how a foodstuff is capable of being 
manipulated, she is handicapped and works only by rote, 
This does not produce inspired, imaginative cooking. 
Adding to a recipe—to increase richness or change or 
increase a flavor. This applies primarily to the use of 
mass-produced foods which are flavored mildly to suit a 


cross-section of the public taste. 





Compounding several recipes—that is, by mixing several 





simple things to make a dish more elaborate or richer 


or differently flavored.

N owhere has the dead hand of the past lain heavier 
than in the food field. The fact that canned foods 
were not very good 20 or 30 years ago, when our mothers 
and grandmothers first tried them, has set up a mental 
road-block about all processed goods ever since. Wher- 
ever you find a family that strives for fine eating, you 
also find a prejudice against processed foods. 

Yes, tradition has hampered cooking. Attitudes handed 
down from mother to daughter have needlessly retarded 
our acceptance of food progress, 

Yet progress has developed just as steadily in processed 
foods as in all other phases of our life. Canned and frozen 
foods have become steadily better. Now many are superb 
—acceptable in flavor to even the fussiest gourmet palate, 
and as nutritious as their fresh counterparts. 

Ready-made foods are following the same pattern set 
by ready-made clothes. The first ready-made clothes were 
not very good. Anyone over fifty remembers when no lady 
would consider wearing them, Now they are unbelievably 
good. Few people wear anything else. Just as the cloth- 
ing manufacturers won acceptance by employing top-flight 
designers to style their clothes, food manufacturers are 
winning gourmet acceptance by putting up the speciali- 
ties of famous restaurants and the dishes of the inter- 
national cuisine such as bouillabaisse, chicken caccia-

H"™ beings enjoy food with their eyes as well 
as with their other senses. So if it doesn't look 
good, it may not taste good, and your earnest efforts 
with the roux and fines herbes go unhonored and unsung. 

It's obvious to any one that rice pudding in an 
amethyst sherbet glass will get a more enthusiastic 
response than it would get served in a dull white saucer. 
Wooden plates, a plaid cloth, and a bowl of geraniums 
can make an event of a hamburger supper. 

This staging of food with a calculating eye always 
on theatrical effects is sure death to monotony.

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he situation in the kitchen 

is different today from what it 
has ever been before. We are in the middle of a great 
national emergency and increasing our supply of man- 
power and womanpower is of supreme importance. Our 
food processing techniques have never reached such heights 
of achievement. Our appliance industry has never before 
produced so many labor-savers. And never before have so 
many people owned so many modern appliances. 

We have within our grasp the possibility of synthesizing 
all these conditions to produce a new kind of housekeeping. 
The push-button oven, that turns itself on and off without 
our being near it, takes on a new meaning besides being a 
cute gadget. The handwork has been taken out of dish- 
washing and dish drying, and we can do that chore only 
once a day, or whenever we get a load. Thanks to the 
refrigerator and the freezer, we can plan ahead, order 
ahead, and prepare ahead. 

All this calls for a new set of habits—a new mental 
approach. We need a new understanding about the role our 
home can play in our times. It means that for the first 
time in history the home can be run systematically, as a 
business is run. This means we have to be able to see our 
home in relation to other businesses, especially to the food 
business and to all services the community offers the home. 

The kitchen shown on these six pages is the epitome of 
an up-to-date kitchen of this decade. It has all the elec- 
trical servants possible in our times to take the heat, dirt, 
and drudgery out of housekeeping. But merely having these 
things is not enough. Three habits must be modernized to go 
with the new equipment. 1. Food must be bought less fre-

yy have been complaining about the hopelessness 
of housework ever since there were houses to work in. 
They have been consumed with irritation at the repetitious- 
ness of daily chores, Actually, the total amount of time that 
housework takes is not so great. The trouble is the way the 
work is broken up. Housework cuts up your day the wrong 
way. Every job breaks into something else in such a way 
you can’t order your own time and affairs. The controllable 
elements make it hard to stick to a planned schedule. The 
over-all result is hopelessness, irritation, and resignation. 

For a long time, House BrautiruL has been studying 
how to get more organization into housekeeping. We have 
not been ready to accept the fact that women should be 
held back in the Eighteenth Century while men live in the 


Twentieth. Our own staff boasts a number of housekeeping

career women. Among friends of our staff are some of the 
most efficient and polished housekeepers to be found in 
America. We have all been analyzing where the time-con- 
suming joker lies in housekeeping. We have arrived at the 
conclusion—separately and jointly—that the trick lies in 
eliminating the repetitiousness. Make one doing of a chore 
stay done as long as possible. 

Since the most repeated tasks in housekeeping revolve 
around food—buying and preparing—the place to start 
saving time is in food buying. Eliminate the daily trip to 
the grocer and you have made the first move toward 
eficiency. Going once a week is the oftenest that should be 
necessary in these times, when we have so many aids to 
food storage. And if you can cut it down to once a month 
(as several of our staff consultants have done), you are 
still freer. The fewer trips (or motions) the more time saved. 

Some women may be shocked by this recommendation. 
The inherited attitude about good, frugal housekeeping is 
that you must treat your grocer and his supplies with sus- 
picion, pinching, inspecting, bargaining, watching his scales 
with your own eyes, and shopping around for a few cents 
of advantage on this or that. But all that is a relic from the 
days before refrigeration, canning, packaging, and modern 
distribution methods. Except for ferreting the lowest priced 
items, a personal trip to protect your interests is no longer 
needed—for good stores no longer handle spoiled foods, 
but if they do, you just take your business elsewhere. 

These days. even a fussy housewife can safely let the 
erocer make up her telephoned order. What she may not 
gain by saving a few cents per pound on fresh vegetables, 
she can save by buying by the case. 

Buying by the case has the added advantage of reducing 
the number of times you have to take action on a needed 
item. Since cases contain either 12 or 24 units, usually, 
that means you can forget about that thing for 12 or 24 
times. In short, you have to make that move only once, as 
against a previous twelve times. 

Now obviously you won’t want to buy by the case except 
those staples which are basic to your cookery. And you 
would do this only with brands that you have tried and 


become enthusiastic about, (Continued on page 139)

Ve are probably a part-time gardener who wants a full- 
: time garden—one that blooms without interruption 
from early spring until frost. But somehow you never get 
what you want. There are always a few weeks when your 

succession of blooms peters out. Flowers are scraggly or 
Bigs non-existent. Your garden has nothing to show but 
greenery—usually at a crucial time when you want it to 
look its best. The fact is you don’t have to put up 
with this unpredictable kind of garden. Concen- 
trate on pot-gardening and you can be sure of a 

continuous display of exciting color. 

In the first place, pot-gardening enables you 

to stage your own show. You grow or buy your 
plants in pots or tubs and move them into your garden 
as they reach full bloom. So, regardless of weather, pests, 
or unexpected demands on your own time, you eliminate 
that lapse of bloom which so often occurs in the conven- 
tional garden. 

Since your plants are in pots and not in the ground, you 


can weed out the scrawny ones and put only the 4 





flawless ones on display. Furthermore, you create 
your flower picture after the plants are in bloom. 
So you control the design completely. There is 
no dilution of color by masses of past-bloom or 
still-to-bloom plants.

f you live anywhere on the map on the facing page, 

you live in the hardest-to-build-for climate in the 
U.S.A. This is true not because the winters are the coldest 
on record. (Mt. Washington and the high Rockies have 
much worse.) Nor because the summers are longest and 
hottest. (Places like Houston and New Orleans have the 
honors there.) /t is true because nowhere else in the 
United States will you find such a combination of winter 
and summer extremes. 

In a typical year, the temperature in the Minnesota 
area will range from 27° below zero to 102° above. This 
is the central problem of building and running a house 
in these areas of Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, and 
South Dakota. 

A house that really masters the ups-and-downs of such 
a climate, that gives you year-round comfort, takes tali 


doing. Yet it’s not at all impossible. On these pages, you

winter, cooler in summer, yet cheery the year around. 


see three houses by the Minneapolis architects, Thorshov 
and Cerny—one of them ‘designed especially for House 
BEAUTIFUL. All three are the result of an orderly analysis 
of the numerous climate factors that have to be met and 


mastered. Such an analysis runs something like this: 


You get a lot of winter 


You have to keep this in mind while planning a Minne- 
sota house. Statistically, cold-weather design should re- 
ceive approximately 70% of your attention and money. 

Here are the problems posed by winter climate: 

I. The temperature drops below freezing on 147 days 
of the year, below zero, 30 days. Usual winter temper- 
atures range between 0° and 25°. It’s cold in Minnesota, 
and the biting winds make it worse. You need heating nine 
months out of the twelve, combined with heavy insula- 


tion, double or triple glazing, (Continued on next page)

2. The winter winds further complicate your winter 
heating problem. If allowed to strike your house, they 
will take your expensive manufactured heat and carry it 
away into the next county. Fortunately, they blow in a 
very definite pattern—from northwest or, alternately. 
from southeast. This makes wind-control measures easier. 
(You'll see why we say “easy” later.) 

3. Half the winter daytime is overcast and dull. You 
don’t get enough winter sunshine to heat your house. In 
fact, the days are so short and dull, you often don’t get 
enough to light it. So yeu want the benefit of all there is. 

4. You get 401% inches of snow per winter, on the aver- 
age. In the last 60 years, this figure has ranged from about 
14 inches up to 85 inches. But because of low temper- 
atures, the snow is likely to remain on the ground for as 
long a period as there are leaves on the trees in the sum- 
mer. You also get rain in winter, usually a mist-like, long- 
lasting affair. Icicles can be large and dangerous. When 
the ground is not frozen, it's muddy. Thus much of the 
time youll enter your house with outer clothing wet from 
either snow or rain. 

5. The winter is as hard on your house as it is on 
you. Exterior surface temperatures may drop 34° below 
zero, crossing the freeze-thaw line many times throughout 
the cold seasons. Any moisture in cracks and crevices otf 
the structure will freeze and expand, thaw and contract. 
time after time. The ground may freeze down to seven or 
eight feet below the surface, which means your water 
lines, sewer, and drainage will burst if they're not down 
deep enough. 

6. You can expect frost from October 12 right on 
through to April 26. This means very serious “heaving.” 
Walks and driveways, lawns, flower beds, and borders 
may be thrust up as much as a foot or two above normal 
level. Hence your paving had better be well drained and 
sturdy; your plants had better be hardy and drought- 
resistant varieties. 

7. Inside, the humidity is so low in winter that indoor 
air, after heating, averages only about 10% relative humi- 
dity. This is extreme dryness: your throat and nasal pas- 
sages dry out, you cough, you get chapped skin, your 
books and furniture desiccate and tend to fall apart. This 


situation exists for about two-thirds of the year. 


In summer, things are not so bad 


In Minnesota, you get optimum, open-door weather for 
about 20% of the year. And about 10% of the year (the 
hottest hours of summer) you would like some kind of 
cooling. The summer problem breaks down like this: 

1. Only 4% of the hours of the year rise above 77° F. 
But these all fall in May-September, when humidities are 


high—and in the daytime. at that. You can be just as un- 
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comfortable from summer heat, here. as in Mississippi. The north wall uses very little glass 

2. Spring and fall are fine but short. But, unless your 
house and garden use climate-control principles to the 
fullest, you don’t get much actual outdoor living in spring 
and fall weather. 

3. Summer sunshine is usually as undesirable here as 
elsewhere. You need shade in July. August and September 
just as badly here as in any other region of the country. 

4. A breeze is always pleasant during the summer day; 
it is necessary during a total of about 10‘; of the year: 
57% of July, 45% of August. Your summer objective 
here is at direct odds with your winter objective. Summer 
and winter winds blow along the same northwest-southeast 
axis. Thus control devices that keep the winter wind off 
the house walls will, unless you are careful. prevent you 
from getting. any summer breeze. (Further details about

How to solve your climate problems 


Climate-wise design is a matter of emphasis. In Minne- 
sota you must design for winter first. summer second. 
In choosing between a city lot or a country lot. consider 
well. the fact that the microclimate is generally 5° to 10° 
warmer in the city. You may be better off in the city even 
with the dirty air, traffic, noise. etc. You get snow plows, 
garbage collection, city water. In the country, you have 
to handle all this yourself. 

The most important thing you can do to control your 
climate is to get out of the winter wind. 


The region has a very definite wind-pattern: In winter, 





hitterly-cold winds come from the northwest or diametri- 
cally opposite from the southeast. This one fact alone is Windows along north side of Challman house are small 
enough to dictate a basic regional design. To minimize to minimize heat loss from northwest winter’ winds. 
the chilling effect of those winter winds, the Minnesota 
house should be, logically, a streamlined affair, present- 
ing as little of itself as possible to the northwest and 
southeast. It should be shielded by carefully-planned 
windbreaks. It should be built under the lee of hill. 
down into the ground, to get it further out of the wind. 
Withal, it should be as compact as possible to conserve 
precious heat.

If you put up snow fences in the right places, you can 
keep snow drifts away from your door.

Now, what about that desirable summer breeze? My 
solution to that one is simply to reach out and grab the 
breeze as it goes by, just as a casement window opening 
the right way can scoop in a passing breeze.

The Minnesota climate is hardest-to-build-for be- 
cause of its extreme spread between winter cold 
and summer heat. You can be very uncomfortable at 
either end of this spectrum, but never forget that you stay 
at the cold end for nine months out of twelve. Thus, in 
house design, winter comfort takes precedence over all else. 
Dr. Siple had this in mind when he sketched the diagram at 
left. Architects Thorshoy and Cerny had it very much in mind 
when they adapted his idea to the house shown here. 

Though the house may seem unfamiliar and complex, it is 
actually based on the simplest principles of Climate Control. 
The first one is that, where you have difficult climates to work 
with, you should focus on the difficulties, and use your whole 
house and lot to minimize them. In Minnesota the central prob- 
lem is cold winters, with high winds from northwest and south- 
east to make matters worse. Winter sunshine is the more valu- 
able because there’s so little of it. The answer was obviously 
a house that exposed as little of itself to winter winds, and as 
much of itself to winter sun as possible. 

To see how this principle guided the selection of the lot, the 
siting and design of the house, even the placement of terraces 


and planting, turn the page.

Meet the Climate-Controller’ 


A climate like Minnesota's, with its variable weather, implies a new kind 
of porch—one that’s flexible enough to be usable most of the year. 
Here’s such a unit. Designed by Thorshov and Cerny, it combines the functions of 


sun porch, wind screen, wind scoop, shade porch, and screened porch in one

With a paved floor, screened sides and top 
and a waterproof canvas roof, the “climate- 
controller” in June works much like the 
porches you’re accustomed to. It gives you 
just the protection from sun, insects, and 
sudden showers that you need. Unlike most 
porches, however, it is convertible as the 
seasons change. Main feature is a_ series 
of glass doors, hinged together accordion 
fashion (shown in color in all drawings). 
These move in different positions. Here, un- 


needed, they are folded back out of way.

Spring and fall, it’s a sunpocket 


For outdoor comfort on the bright. cool 
days of spring and fall, you need three 
things: sunshine, calm air, and a dry foot- 
ing. The “climate-controller” gives you all 
three. Screening and canvas is not yet up 
(or already down) so you have a warm 
suntrap. If the northwest wind is blowing, 
you can unfold doors to position shown at 
right to act as windscreen. Back in the sky- 
lighted, triangular nook you could sun- 
bathe in all but the coldest weather. Since 


paving here is shaded all summer, it can 


be dark colored to absorb most sun heat. 









In muggy August, it’s a wind scoop 


Since the “climate controller” projects out 
into the normal path of the summer breeze, 
it has cross-ventilation. But in the worst sum- 
mer weather, you may want to deflect this 
wind into the house proper. Then you unfold 
the accordion glass screen out to position, 
shown in color at left. With front door and 
study doors open, you can set up a breeze 
through the house. Same general effect of 
making breezes go where you want them 
is achieved in bedroom and in dining room. 
However. for windless periods you’d need 


ventilating fans in addition. 





Mid-winter, it’s a tropic hothouse 


In the long northern winters, sunshine and 
flowers actually achieve an extravagant im-

portance. You can have both in the “climate- 
controller.” Simply swing the accordion 
glass doors so they enclose the third wall 
of the skylighted triangle as indicated in 
sketch at left. The doors can be weather- 
stripped and the area given low heat. Presto! 
You’ve a winter garden—large enough for 
a chair or two and tubbed plants like camel- 
lias or azaleas. As the sketch on facing page 
indicates, they give both living room and 
study a fresh-green outlook that offsets the 


somber winter landscape.

GLOXINIA — 


Glamour etn for your earden 


by Dr Joseph Ee: Howland, House Beautiful’s Garden Editor 


ou probably won't believe your eyes the first time you 
Yz gloxinias. The color combinations are so exciting, 
the flowers so big (four to six inches across), the leaves so 
handsome, thick and velvety that they look too wonderful to 


be easy to grow. They aren’t as tough as snake plant, but 





they are not hard to grow—and they are sure to bloom. 
What is more, they will bloom any time of the year you de- 
sire, and stay in bloom for six to eight weeks, Plants often 
have six or seven blossoms open at once. Then after the last 
bloom falls, you store the tubers in a dry place until you are 
ready for bloom again. 

You can even enjoy the super-size blooms of gloxinias this 
year, thanks to the recent development of started plants by 
such nurseries as Owens, Marie Kruse, and the Barnes 
Importers. So when you’re planning your spring garden, 
remember you can count on a colorful display six weeks 
after you set out the plants. 

Gloxinias grow best as pot plants, usually in five-inch 
pots, although as the tubers grow from year to year, you’il 
have to increase the pot size. Tubers live ten to twenty 
years and may reach a four- or five-inch diameter. The 


bigger the tuber, the more flowers you get

Many people mistakenly think gloxinias are shade plants. 
\ctually, they need direct sunlight (uncurtained south win- 
dow) except in the heat of midsummer. Then direct exposure 
makes it impossible to maintain the moist atmosphere glox- 
inias must have, if the flowers and leaves are to reach the 
desired giant sizes shown at the right. The air temperature 
must never drop below 60° (they came from moist sub-trop-

Gloxinias aren’t exactly new. but until recently 
they were seldom seen in America except in 
conservatories.

Nature’ Waiting” ines reveals so much about a people as its art. And 
no art is so significant as that with which we choose 

to come in daily contact. At the museum or at the exhibit 

we admire what we think we like—sometimes because we 


have been persuaded against our better judgment that we 





ought to like it. But in the home we surround ourselves with 
what we really like. 

Intellectual fashion may dictate an admiration for abstract 
painting and for those fantastic pseudo-machines called mo- 
biles. In the atmosphere of the museum, the argument that 
man has renounced nature for contrivances of his own mak- 
ing and that, therefore, his art should seek its motifs in 
machinery, may sound either persuasive or delightfully 
esoteric. But if for all that, we nevertheless prefer a house 
which fits a landscape, not one which defies it; if in our 
very wallpaper and fabrics we prefer leaves, flowers, and 
green ferns to geometric designs and gear wheels, then we 
reveal it is by the suggestions of nature that we are most 
pleased and that to nature we confess we still belong.

how deep and also how all-persuasive this preference is. 

Architects and designers, perhaps even painters and sculp- 
tors. will do well to heed the lesson inherent in these facts. 
It has immediate and practical aspects for commerce. But 
it has even wider and deeper implications. 

To me it means that Americans are making a choice as 
fateful as any that can be made. In every department of 
thought today, including sociology and politics, the grand- 
est of all disputes is that between those who would manipu- 
late man like a mechanism and those who would permit him 
to grow as an organism. Shall he be studied in terms of 
statistics or in terms of his living individuality ? Should edu- 
cation and government pull the strings of a puppet or allow 
men to develop? Is it the machinery of society or the living 
spirit of the human being which ought to be the first of our 
concern? The question almost comes down to this: Is man 
an animal or a machine. And when art. especially domestic 
art, attempts to fly from nature, it becomes a sort of propa- 
ganda for a mechanistic conception of the universe. 

If man is an animal, he may even have developed a soul. 
If he is a machine, he neither has nor can ever have one. 
\ man or woman who puts on his bedroom wall something 
that looks like a dynamo is a step nearer to the totalitarian 
than the person who prefers a rebellious leaf or an ex- 
panding flower. 

But man is an animal and not a machine. 

It is strange that so obvious a fact should ever be for- 
gotten, but forgotten it was—at least. by certain artists. 
certain critics and certain philosophers. In their odd view. 
pictures should be geometrical, sculpture should imitate 


the shapes of mechanical contrivances, and even houses 





should be “machines for living.” (Continued on page 125)

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A taste for Naturalism produces 


A new leeling for Materials

Inherent in the beauties of nature are the 
irregularities and textures 

that are present naturally in all materials. 
Here are designs by a sculptor who lets the 


intrinsic character of wood proclaim itself 


\eu ago when the world was just beginning to be awed 
by the wondrous accomplishments of the machine, 
America’s great architect, Frank Lloyd Wright, was preach- 
ing a different gospel. Every material, he believed, had its 
own natural properties and should be used to bring out those 
characteristics. Every structure, he also said, should grow 
naturally, as a tree grows from its roots. The only proper 
use of the word nature, he claimed, was to indicate “the 
innate character of anything or everything.” His philosophy 
has finally prevailed until, 50 years later, his values are wide- 
spread and accepted by millions of Americans, whether they 
realize it or not. 

It is this pleasure in bringing out the innate character of 
materials that marks our widespread and modern preference 
for naturalism. It is the point of view that causes us to value 
materials for their own intrinsic aesthetic and sensory appeal. 
It helps us to appreciate the flecks of color in a rock, the 
pattern of the grain in a piece o1 plywood, or the starry 
lichen on the bark of a tree. 

If you have this point of view, you will appreciate designs 
like these of Sculptor Wharton Esherick, who collects wood 
as an Indian prince might collect gems. For he lets the 
character of the material itself determine his design and 
his construction. Then he preserves its natural appearance 


with a minimum of finish. (Continued on next page )

This new emphasis dn materials seems a logical reaction 
to the emphasis on techniques which goes back a couple of 
centuries. First it was the handcraft techniques. In the days 
of the great European cabinetmakers, people were mainly 
impressed with the luxury of the hand carving and the mar- 
quetry. In the Nineteenth Century the emphasis switched to 
machine techniques. Then people became fascinated with 
the machine’s endless powers of imitation. But after the first 
quarter of this century they began to recognize that the real 
contribution of the machine technique was not imitation of 
handcraft but precision and regularity. 

Now precision and regularity are fine things in their 
places. But a steady visual diet of mechanical lines and 
angles becomes tiresome. Since it wouldn't be practical to 
return to the handcrafts for most of our possessions, we have 
to create variety some other way. One way is to enliven the 
monotony of machine precision with the variations in materi- 
als. (We used to call these variations “irregularities.” ) 

This new interest in materials for their own sake has also 
brought about a new appreciation of many materials that 
used to be thought quite ordinary. When the main emphasis 
was on techniques, materials were rated mainly according to 
the laws of economics. Whatever was rare and scarce was 
valuable. This meant whatever had to be carried across the 
oceans or carted through the wilderness. Few people bothered 
to focus long enough on what was plentiful and near at hand 
to see whether it was beautiful or not. 

But with the progress of transportation, the rarity rating

Mowing. Why push a hand mower? 





Even in these times, good power mowers 
are available at around $100. One possibility for the smaller 
lawn is the newer electrical mower. It is quieter and less 
expensive, but has the inconvenience of the power cord and 
plug-in. Over the last few years, electric mowers have be- 
come quite popular in California and the Southwest and are 
seen in increasing numbers in the suburbs in other parts of 
the country.

We remem- 
ber that we gave to the world effi- 
ciency and mass production; that 
we are the supreme inventors of 
gadgets. But in the beginning, at 
least, we took a vast natural world 
for granted. We were pioneers and 
explorers as importantly as we 
were anything else. Even today we 
are an out-of-doors people and our 
literature has produced the greatest 
of the classics which celebrate the 
love of nature. 

Indeed, no other theme has run 
so persistently through our best 
writing. In the Eighteenth Century, 
William Byrd, one of the first great 
Virginia gentlemen, left a wonder- 
ful account of his travels through 
his region. Audubon devoted his 
life to the birds; Bartram to the 
plants. In the classic age of New 
England, Emerson was a_philoso- 
pher of nature, and Herman Mel- 
ville sought an answer to the 
problem of evil. not in libraries, 
but on a whaling ship. Thoreau, 
who wrote what is certainly one 
of the two or three most widely 
read American books, was not only 
an apostle of nature, but the first 
of those into whose work came a 
note of warning. If Americans give 
up an understanding of the vast 
natural environment which they 
have inherited they will have lost 
their most precious possession, for 
which no wealth or power can 
possibly compensate. 

Ever since Thoreau’s time there 
has always been in American lit-

Naturalism in materials leads 
logically to naturalism in construc- 
tion. You might rivet two pieces of 
metal together but you wouldn’t do 
that to wood, any more than you 
would try to join metal by dovetail- 
ing. These are absurd extremes in- 
tended only to illustrate that cer- 
tain methods of construction are 
materials. But 


when appropriate methods are used 


natural to certain 


for logical purposes there is no 


need to conceal their mechanics. 
Thus in handmade furniture, con- 
struction details such as dovetailing 
and mortise-and-tenon joints are 
frequently left exposed and become 
decorative motifs. While this is not 
always feasible in factory-made 
furniture, it zs feasible to limit the 
supporting members of a piece to 
those which actually support, rather 
than dressing up a design with 
superfluous parts which only look 


as if they performed a function. 


F YOU appreciate naturalism in 

wood and furniture, you will re- 
spond likewise to expressions of the 
innate character of other materials. 
The fuzzy surface and soft feel of 
raw silk hangings will seem far 
richer than the smooth, regular 
folds of the most luxurious satin. 
Natural stonework with its random 
pattern and varying textures and 
shading will be like a living thing 
compared to the dead, uniform sur- 
face of concrete. The rugged nutty 
tones of natural leather will seem 
warmer than the delicate pastels. 


Woven hickory splits. bamboo, 
driftwood, unglazed terra cotta, 


rush matting—all the materials that 
are produced with a minimum of 
finishing process will compete for 
vour affections with the sleek, high- 
ly “manufactured” stuffs like steel, 
glass, and plastics. These also have 
their innate characters which will 
be revealed naturally, not forced 
into imitations of things which 
they are not. 

Inevitably, naturalism in archi- 
tecture and decoration will have an 
easy, informal look. But don’t con- 
fuse this with mere rusticity. For 
natural design is neither crude nor 
primitive. The more you study na- 
ture and the subtleties of natural 
materials and natural construction, 
the more you are inclined to say 
with Emerson: “Henceforth I shall 
be hard to please. ...1 am grown

shows how the casement principle 
can be used on a much larger 
scale to provide through-ventilation 
across your entire house. You can 
see how architects Thorshov and 
Cerny used my idea—modifying it 
somewhat because of their particu- 
lar site conditions. 


Why go underground? 


It is perhaps more sensible to 
burrow into the earth in Minnesota 
than in any other region. The more 
nearly your house is underground, 
the less wall surface it presents to 
the winter wind. 

The other big advantage in get- 
ting down into the earth: In winter 
it’s relatively warm there; in sum- 
mer it’s relatively cool. You win 
all year, without paying anybody 
a cent. (See “There’s a Gold Mine 
Under Your House,” House Brav- 
TIFUL, August, 1950.) This fact is 
made to order for buildings in 
Minnesota. Even one foot down is 
several degrees better than noth- 
ing—and every degree counts in 
Climate Control. This 
mean you have to live in a dungeon

without plenty of light and air—as 
Thorshoy and Cerny’s house on 
pages 104-105 demonstrates. If you 
happen to have a lot that slopes 
downward toward the 
southwest, don’t miss the opportu- 
nity to have a sunken room with a 
wide-open glass wall facing the 
winter afternoon sun. 

You'll have little trouble with 
condensation or mustiness in such

partially underground rooms. In 
winter, your inside air is very dry 
anyway; in summer you rarely get 
humidities high enough to cause 
trouble. Of course, any walls buried 
in the earth must be carefully 
waterproofed against ground water 
from the outside. But any good 
architect can accomplish that. The 


extra ventilation necessary for your 


own comfort during unusually high 
summer humidities 
get only 27 days of the 365) will 
generally be sufficient to prevent 
condensation on walls. For those 27

Cautious open planning

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sets in the southwest, remains low 
in the southern sky all day. At 
winter-noon in the Minnesota lati- 
tude, it is only 23 degrees above 
the southern horizon. This means 
it can penetrate deep into rooms— 
if they face the right way. 
. In summer, the sun rises in the 
northeast, sets in the northwest, 
and moves only slightly south of 
the zenith at midday. At noon, it is 
68° above your southern horizon. 
You do not get enough winter 
sunshine to count on real solar 
heating. Yet when the sun does 
shine, it makes a very good auxil- 
iary heater. Besides, its psycholog- 
ical importance rises with the 
length of time it’s been obscured. 
In a land of short days and gray 
skies, you'll especially welcome the 
penetration of sunshine into your 
house when it does shine. There- 
fore, use as much southerly glass 
as you can. It will have to be 
double—either sealed, dehydrated 
tight-fitting 
storm sash. Most windows should 
be fixed. A minimum number of 


insulating glass or 


well weather-stripped sash should 
be openable for ventilation. 

Heat loss through glass is a 
factor demanding a lot of attention. 
You should provide blinds, shut- 
ters, or heavy draperies to pull 
entirely across windows on cold 
nights. They help in three ways— 
by setting up an extra layer of in- 
sulation against heat conduction 
from indoor air, by acting as a bar- 
rier to radiation outward through 
the glass, and by inhibiting (under 
certain conditions) condensation

lass. Condensation, inci- 
dentally, is far more than just un- 


on the 


pleasant—it’s a tremendous source 
of heat loss. You lose 1,060 BTU’s 
to the out-of-doors when a pound 
of water has condensed on a cold 
window-pane in your house. 


Of course, the devices we’ve just 


been discussing merely lighten the’ 


climatic load on your house. 
They're very important in getting 
the most out of your building dol- 
lar. But no matter how you site 
your house, what shape you give 
it, or how canny you are with keep- 
ing winter winds off it or getting 
winter sun into it, you still have 
to manufacture a lot of heat and 
use every trick in the bag to hold 
the heat where you want it. This 
means (a) an adequate, well-de- 
signed heating plant, (b) flexible 
thermostatic controls that will an- 
ticipate weather changes, (c) good

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and (d) good tight workmanshi

As far as house walls are con- 
cerned, summer shading is easy. 
A roof overhang over a southerly 
wall will keep it in 100° shade 
at noon. A somewhat wider one 
over an easterly wall will shade it 
after 9 or 10 a.m. (Thus you can 
have a little early sun in the cool 
of the summer morning.) West or 
northwest walls are the important 
ones to keep in full summer shade 
—for by 3 or 4 in the afternoon, 
the air is hot and the sun is low- 
ering into the west. By 5 and 6 p.m. 
its rays are almost horizontal. and 
only a vertical barrier will help. 
Fences and deciduous plantings are 
excellent for this job. To keep 
summer evening sun off northerly 
walls, simply continue the vertical 
sun shade far enough to the north. 

The above applies to any area in 
the country with any kind of sum- 
mer heat. In the Minnesota climate 
one, these shade devices should be 
flexible—because, on chilly days, 
you may need sun heat. For in- 
stance, your roof overhangs might 
be canvas awnings which could be 
furled back when you want the sun. 

The one area where you can use 
sunshine, any time of the year, is 
the basement. Here, even in mid- 
summer, the floor temperature will 
seldom rise above 60° F. So you 
ean use sun heat, both for 
comfort and to prevent condensa-

A summer cool roof 


In a climate like that of Minne- 
sota, the roof takes a terrific sum- 
mer beating.

What goes on 
behind the walls? 


By Charlotte Conway 


t seems obvious that there must 
be a well thought-out and ade- 


| quate electrical wiring plan for any 


home or family that wishes to take 
advantage of all the aids to comfor- 
table and convenient living inherent 
in modern appliances. Yet, because 
wiring is concealed within walls 
where you don’t see it, it is too 
often taken for granted. Time after 
time the homeowner finds his wir- 
ing unequal to the electrical load 
he wishes to place upon it. The 
Hotpoint House of 1950, shown on 
pages 82 to 91, have 
been so well organized for electri- 
cal living if it had not been proper- 
ly wired to start with. 

Each house and family naturally 
has slightly different wiring re- 
quirements. There are three gen- 
eral principles to keep in mind 
in addition to the fact that your 
wiring must conform to the Na- 
tional Electrical Code and_ local 


could not 


or state regulations. 

First. the amount of wiring does 
not necessarily vary with the size 
of the house. Often a small house 
takes almost as much as a big 
one, for both have about the same 
electric kitchen equipment, both 
have electric lights (though one 
may have more than the other), 


both may have water heaters, re- 
frigerators, washers, etc. 

Second, a house should be wired 
not only for today’s needs, but also 
for those anticipated. You may 
not have an electric laundry or 
freezer today, but will want them 
eventually. At some future date 
you may also want electrical con- 
veniences which are unknown to 
consumers today. 

Third, it is far less expensive, 
and involves far less tearing-up 
with its inconvenience and _ dirt. 
to do a good wiring job to begin 
with, even if it seems like a waste 
of money at the moment. 

The service entrance conductors 
are the arteries which connect 
your house to the power company’s 
system. The Hotpoint House is 
equipped with three No. 0 wires. 
The power company generally has

For the outlets in the kitchen, 
laundry, and dining room, there are 
three 20-ampere branch circuits to 
supply the electric appliances in 
these areas.

to feed installed appliances such 


as the range, electric sink, air- 
conditioning unit, and the _heat- 
ing equipment. 

All of these are two-wire cir- 


cuits except those for the range, 
the dryer, and the air-conditioning 
and heating systems, which require 
3-wire circuits. 

If this house did not have all 
these circuits, some of the appli- 
ances would not operate satisfac- 
tor ly because of voltage drop. Ex- 
cessive electrical load on any one 
circuit reduces operating efficiency, 
and that results in increased costs 
of operating or all appli- 
ances. But when the electrical load 


any 


is distributed over an adequate 


number of circuits, all are prop- 
erly fed and there is a minimum 


voltage drop, and minimum cost.

Ac- 
cording to the books, plants grow 
6 to 12 inches high and cover two 
feet of ground space, but for me 
they grew 18 inches high and a 
good 21% feet in diameter, probably 
due to the high fertility of the rose 
bed in which I planted them.

MA\ HIS year I intend to pinch back 

the stems an inch or so when 
plants reach the 8-inch height to 
induce branching and get an even 
bushier plant. Also, I won't cut 
back quite so hard in late summer 
on some plants to see whether or not 
I can shorten the comeback period. 

I may start some seeds in pots to 
get them outdoors and into bloom 
even earlier, although my late May 
sowing last year gave flowers in 
early July.

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A border-line low pH soil may 
also need lime as a source of cal- 
cium for good plant growth. Any- 
thing added to adjust pH should 
be mixed with the soil. Remember 
it will not replace.the need for 
annual plant-food applications. 


- Sources of organic matter. Organic 


matter can be supplied from peat, 
crop residues, lawn clippings, and 
leaves (either composted first or 
worked into the garden directly). 
Planting cover crops as soon as 
vegetables are finished is a_ big 
help.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


By M. C. Seckman 


hrysanthemums are sun flowers. 
You can’t hope to succeed in full 
shade. Look out for a spot in full 
sun or with light shade only in the 


late afternoon hours. 
Soil 
The soil should be rich and 


loamy. Clay or sandy soil can be 
improved by digging in large quan- 
tities of compost or peat. Use plant 
food generously, mixed with the 
soil, to provide extra nourishment 
when needed. 


Ordering plants 


Order from a reliable nursery, 
preferably one which specializes in 
this flower as being better able to 
furnish well-grown rooted cuttings 
or plants from the best varieties. 
Without good plants it would be a 
waste of time, effort, and money to 
proceed further. 

Early planting is advised for a 
good start before hot weather. So 
order plants early to insure first 
choice of select plants, to be 
shipped at the proper time for safe 
planting in the (Color 
photograph on page 91.) 


section. 


Planting 


Plant rooted cuttings or divisions 
at least 144 to 2 feet apart. Such 
spacing allows room for symmetri- 
cal development and permits the 
good air circulation needed to keep 
plants healthy. 

Choose a cool, cloudy day for 
setting out chrysanthemums, or an 
evening after the sun is gone. Un- 
less the weather is cool and cloudy, 
it is wise to shade newly set plants 
for a few days with newspaper 
“tents,” berry boxes, Hot-Kaps, or 
something similar. 


To make plants bushy 


When your new plants are 4 to 6 
inches high, pinch them back by 


nipping off a small amount of the 
soft tip of the plant between thumb 
and forefinger. Pinch again, at least 
once or twice before July Ist or 
August Ist. depending on variety 
and location. Pinching promotes 
bushiness and stouter. more sym- 
metrical plants resistant to wind 
and weather. Pinching also greatly 
increases the quantity of bloom, 
although the individual flowers are 
smaller. (Note: As a rule. cushion 
or dwarf types need no pinching.) 

Chrysanthemums shallow- 
rooted. Remove 


are 
weeds close to 
plants when small to lessen labor 
and danger of harming root system 
or of breaking your plants. Weeds 
use needed moisture and often har- 
bor injurious insects. 


Feeding 


When your plants are growing 
well, make an application of com- 
plete plant food. Apply a ribbon of 
plant food on either side of row. or 
use 2 or 3 tablespoonfuls placed 
around but not too close to each 
Results 
there is less danger of burning 


plant. are quickest and 
your plants if the plant food is 
spread before a rain or is watered 
in. After flower buds form. apply 
a complete plant food, 1 teaspoon- 
ful watered in around but not too 
close to each plant. to encourage 
growth and increase size of bloom. 
If unusually large flowers are 
wanted, repeat this feeding when 
color.

Propagation 


New plants may be had from old 
clumps which bloomed the year be- 
fore and lived over winter. How- 
ever, it is well to be certain the 
variety is worth saving and that the 
clumps are healthy. If so, dig and 
divide the clumps in early spring. 
Each shoot may be separated to set 
out and to form a new plant. Dis- 
card the old center part. A short 
supply can be augmented by root- 
ing tip cuttings—four inches taken 
from the top of a husky growing 
plant—in moist sand or vermiculite. 
Use Rootone or a similar rooting 
compound to encourage quick root- 


ing and growth. 


Pest control 


To help prevent disease and re- 
duce danger of pest injury. change 
the locations of your chrysanthe- 
mum plantings every few years. 
Clean up and burn old tops. Dis- 
card and burn any diseased plants. 
Cultivation and weekly dusting or 
spraying with an all-purpose dust 
or spray also helps. No dusting or 
spraying should be done during the 
heat of the day or when the weather 
is very hot. Use nicotine sulfate to 
control aphids, fermate and_ sul- 


phur for fungus, rotenone and 


pyrethrum for most insect pests. 


and sulphur for mildew.

quent light waterings. Heavier soils 
absorb and hold more water and 
so need longer sprinklings at 
greater intervals. Lawns in full 
sun, sloping to the south or west, 
dry more rapidly than those which 
face east or north. More water 
evaporates from an area that is 
closely clipped. 


Seeding, feeding, weeding. Of all 
things easily done to the lawn, none 
shows more benefit than feeding. 
Since quite a crop is produced on 
a lawn each year, the nutrient sup- 
ply is steadily exhausted. Replac- 
ing the minerals insures more vigor- 
ous growth and better color. 

Plant food should be put on even- 
ly. so a spreader is a must. A bit 
of care is advised so strips are not 
missed or some areas hit twice. The 
yellowish brown streaks sometimes 
seen in lawns may look like ferti- 
lizer burn, but actually result from 
lack of plant food. Areas that have 
been missed show up badly in con- 
trast to adjacent well-fed grass. 

If you want to avoid excessive 
crowth after feeding, use lighter 
dosages and repeat them every 
other month. 

A good two-wheeled spreader is 
a must. Such a machine will save 
time, do a better job, save mate- 
rials, Features to look for include:

is needed to offset excessive acidity. 
The best way to know whether or 
not lime is needed is to have a pH 
test made. Except in limestone soils 
or where the sprinkling water is 
quite alkaline, most lawns need 
lime every few years. If in doubt, 
apply lime at 29 or 25 pounds per 
1,000 square feet. Either ground 
limestone or agricultural hydrated 
lime is all right. In hot weather 
apply lime only when the grass 
is quite dry. 

Late winter or early spring is a 
good time to put on lime. It is best 
to use it at least two weeks before 
applying plant food or sowing seed. 

The downward movement of lime 
into the soil is quite slow, so re- 
peated applications should be 
spaced a number of months apart. 

Anyone building a new lawn 
should arrange for a soil test to 
learn if lime is needed. If so. it 
is much better to incorporate it into 
the soil to a depth of five to six 


inches (the important root zone). 


Beetles. The East can probably 
expect a record brood of Japanese 
beetle grubs in 1951 because the 
wet weather last summer encour- 
aged egg laying by adult beetles. 
Early spring is a good time to ap- 
ply grub-proofing chemicals to the 
soil.

AZALEA PETAL BLIGHT

Ve the initiate. any month in Arizona’s sun, sand. and sa- 
guaro country is perfect. but April is more so! One handy 
advantage is that most Valley of the Sun ranches and resorts re- 
main open until May 1, many of them on end-of-the-season rate 
reductions. And, in general, reservations are easier to get, except 
during Rodeo Week at Phoenix. But the real excitement is that 
April is the month when the tawny desert bursts suddenly into 
one of the most awe-inspiring displays of bright-colored spring- 
time bloom in the world.

Agee homemaking is entering a new phase. 

The real emancipation of women, which was regarded for 
so long as political and legal, has really been brought about 
by the food processing industry. The many thousands of 
processed foods, which are available everywhere, have 
brought the American woman a freedom never dreamed of 
by the suffrage crusaders. 

Yet this new freedom has come about so gradually that its 
nature has not been fully grasped. We have not yet clearly 
seen it for what it really is. We have not learned how to use 
it. We know it has offered freedom from work. But we have 
not discerned the bigger meaning: that it offers us the chance 
to be creative. Instead of the endurance test it once was, a 
stream of three good meals a day has become a chance to 
express oneself, to be original and inventive. 

This chance to become a creative artist has come about 
because science and industry have revolutionized food. They 
have taken the dirt, heat, smoke, and smells right out of the 
kitchen. If we shop right. the hard work of food preparation 
is done before the food reaches us. This gives a freedom 
and creativity to meal-getting that was impossible when 
cooking was a dirty, laborious job. 

Here is a new situation—a situation which calls for revis- 
ing our basic ideas about cooking and eating. It calls for a 
whole new evaluation of domesticity, its joys, its blessings, 
its opportunities. This new situation takes the housewife 
and cook out of the class of laborer and drudge, and _ puts 
her into the class of an artist, of an educated person calling 
on the multitude of resources of her times. It lets her practice 
cooking as an art instead of as a pressing necessity. 

One of the aims of House BEAUTIFUL’s new department, 
The Daily Arts of Good Living, is to show how cooking may 


be practiced as an art. (Continued on page 94) 
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Cooking as an art is not a matter of following directions. 
Rather it is a matter of understanding why the directions 
say what they do. When cooking consists of blindly following 
a printed recipe, doing everything by rote, it cannot be fun 
and enjoyable. And it certainly does not produce inspired 
meals or joy in the preparation thereof. In fact. the cook 
whose eyes never look beyond the printed recipe is chained 
to dreary repetitiousness just as much as any slavey-girl of 
a 100 years ago was chained to the whims of her mistress. 

The slavish following of the tested recipe will never con- 


vey the hang of the thing called cooking. The very first step

toward making cooking an art is to stop thinking of recipes 


as sacrosanct. The propaganda to make women revere the 
tested recipe is probably one of the main reasons why present- 
dlay cooking seems so boring and mindless. 

If you are saying, “I’m not the creative type,” I must 
contradict you. Everybody—but everybody—has creative 
urges. You just haven’t had the chance to let yours show 
themselves. The public attitudes of the last 20 or 30 years 
and the propaganda of the domestic science trade have not 
been conducive to letting imagination and creativity develop 


to the point where you could see them. But women have

always been creative about food all through history, at all 
levels of culture, in all nationalities. And don’t believe any- 
body who tries to tell you differently ! 

‘But what good is being creative?” you say. “Doesn’t that 
only make it more work?” 

No. Any woman who keeps house knows how flexible one 
needs to be to run a home with any kind of success and flair. 
You must know how to change your tactics and your menu 
quickly, should the occasion or the emergency require. Some- 
times you need to be able to turn out a meal when “there 


is nothing in the house.” Other (Continued on page 97)

limes, the emergency is nothing more than the fact you are 
tired and want a repertoire of easy dishes to fall back on 
so that the meal will not suffer. 

What good is it to know how to make the most divine 
dish (guaranteed to turn any meal into an occasion), if your 
problem is to be expected suddenly to serve four lamb chops 
to jour people instead of to two? Only if you can improvise 


—put on a good cooking performance on the spur of the 





moment, without preparation or notes—can you call yourself 


a creative cook. To do this you must know how to cook from 





principles—not formulas. You need to stop cooking by rote 
and become a creator. This is what good cooks have always 
done. Once you catch on, it is the easiest way and the most 
enjoyable way. 

Being a creative cook is less difficult than you think. It is 
like learning to ride a bicycle. The finished performance 
looks difficult. But after all, so many people do it, it can’t 
really be hard. If you have someone support you until you 
get the trick of balancing, you will suddenly discover that 
you are managing alone. So it is with cooking. Begin creat- 
ing in a small way. Use inexpensive materials at first. Go 
slowly until you get the hang of it. You will surprise yourself. 

Good training for your imagination is to enlarge your 
horizon. Knowledge of what other people have done (the in- 
ternational cuisine) frees you by breaking up the traditional 
associations you have about foods. For instance, lamb and 
m.nt sauce are not inevitable partners. Lamb and rosemary 
are equally good. In dozens of countries lamb is made deli- 
cious with eggplant, garlic, and olive oil. 

In Boston, beans appear with salt pork and molasses. In 
Paris with bacon, an herb bunch, some butter and red wine. 
In Guadalajara they are prepared with peppers, onions, 
tomatoes, orégano, and cheese. 

The more you know what has been done, the more combi- 
nations you will be able to try. Food is a fascinating subject 
when viewed through the eyes of the scientist, historian. 
traveler, artist, but very dull to the kitchen drudge. 

Another way to free the imagination is to stop believing 
recipes are inviolable. Most dishes of the same name can be 
prepared in different ways, although some are varied more 
easily than others. Its easy to learn when to tamper with 
a recipe and when not to. Be more respectful of the recipe 
for a sponge cake than of the one for a casserole, for it is 


dangerous for a beginner to upset (Continued on page 203)

Even with this list we have omitted that Chinese deli- 
cacy, hundred-year-old eggs. or the one more popular 
with us, Eggs Foo Yong, which is really only an egg pan- 
cake. We have said nothing of the garnishes for soups— 
threaded eggs (called ege drops), which are ‘made of 
batter strained through a sieve into boiling consomme, 
or fritter beans, the same batter strained through a sieve 
into boiling fat and fried. Or of rovales. a thick baked 
custard (1 egg yolk to 1 tablespoon liquid) allowed to 
cool, and cut into shapes before being added to clear 
soups. 

Sophisticated egg dishes adapt themselves to any 
situation. Just as a sophisticated person does, they 
change their character with the company they keep. Put 
an omelette, a custard or a soufflé with cheese. and it is 
a main-course dish. 

Put it with something sweet. instead. and it is a des- 
sert. Paté a choux (cream puff paste) is one of the most 


versatile egg dishes of all. Fill the puffs with custard, 











top with a chocolate frosting and you have cream puffs. 
Make them tiny. serve several on a plate with chocolate 
sauce and you have profiterolles. Substitute a savory 
filling and you have a hot hors d’oeuvre to go with cock- 
tails. Forget the stuffing and you have something to 
serve in soup. 

Eggs are easy to cook or tricky, depending on what 
you ask of them. But there is something to remember 
always—use low heat. High heat toughens proteins, 
and boiling will curdle any mixture that uses eggs for 


oD 


thickening. 


Any egg dish is capable of a dozen variations. Soft- 
boiled eggs are usually eaten alone. but they need not 
be. Hard-boiled eggs may be eaten as is. but they are 
easily transformed. The devilled egg is the common 
example of the stuffed. hard-boiled egg. but it is only 
one of a hundred ways of stuffing eggs. Try variations. 
Mix the mashed yolks with butter or mayonnaise until 


smooth, then add anything which can be made into a

paste. If you like fish, try tuna, sardines, caviar, smoked 
salmon, anchovies, or kippered herring. Try parmesan 
or cheddar cheese, pepped up with Worcestershire sauce 
or mustard. Try cream cheese alone or mixed with 
ginger. Try olives, chutney, pickles, curry, chopped ham 
or tongue with mustard or horse radish. Try capers. 
Serve stuffed eggs picnic style, or as a garnish to an- 
other dish, or as a cold entree on a lettuce leaf. 

But there are easier ways to use hard-boiled eggs than 
to bother with stuffing them. You can serve them with 
onions or asparagus, layer on layer, covered with a 
sauce. 

Poached eggs are nearly always served with some- 
thing else. usually little pieces of toasted bread which 
absorb any water left adhering to the eges. The French, 
who have a way of dressing up simple food. fry the 
pieces of bread in butter and call them crodites. They 
then proceed to spread the crodtes with something else,

They tried to limp along 
with part-time help. They burdened themselves with a never- 
ending amount of work they didn’t know how to do.

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But there were some people who took a more realistic 
view of the changing times. They began to adapt them- 
selves to new conditions. They started doing their own work 
and, by intelligent organization, found out it wasn’t bad at 
all.

The government has curtailed civilian use of most metals. Enameled equipment 


will be scarce. Lumber, brick, cement, glass, asphalt, paint will be available

nce again—the second time in a decade—the heavy 

hand of Mars has been laid upon home building. And 
again, if you are planning to build, you will have to meet 
the unpleasant choices of scrambling in an increasingly 
tight market for scarce materials, or utilizing substitutes 
for the unavailable items, or deferring building altogether. 
As a matter of fact, if military demands increase, the last 
choice may be the only one left. 

This is a far different picture from what we had last 
fall, when the government appeared to be more worried 
about inflation than it did about the need for war material. 
So long as credit controls were all that faced us and so 
long as the war remained no more than tepid, the outlook 
was not bad for those with enough savings to meet the new 
financial requirements. But that situation passed with the 
military reverses in late November and December. 

With the sudden effort to expand armament production, 
the demand for all the metals important to home building 
was intensified. First, large percentage cuts were made in 
the amounts of copper, aluminum, zinc, and lead for civil- 
ian use. The supply of steel became seriously tight. Cobalt, 
an essential in nearly all enameled equipment, was_prac- 
tically withdrawn. Immediately it was evident that material 
scarcilies, and not credit restrictions, would be the con- 
trolling factor for building in 1951. 

Then what looked bad grew steadily worse. On top of the 
percentage cuts in the light metals came drastic restrictions 
on numerous products made of these metals. First in this 
line was the copper order, which took us back to the hard 


days of the early 1940’s. Unless completed by April 30, the

manufacture of many important items used in building is 
banned—nearly all bronze hardware, all copper gutters and 
downspouts, brass pipe, copper tubing for radiant heating. 
weather strips, roofing, and several dozen other items of 
copper, brass, and bronze. Fortunately left for continued 
use are: copper wire, flashing, screening, tubing for do- 
mestic hot and cold water, and the most essential parts of 
plumbing and heating equipment. 

The curtailment of aluminum for the householder is also 
far-reaching. The manufacture of many of the fine alumi- 
num products that have come into wide use since World 
War I[—gutters, downspouts, roofing, siding, awnings, 
storm windows, screen frames, and so on—is soon to be 
over until military needs are supplied. The use of aluminum 
in hardware and lighting fixtures will be much restricted. 
On the other hand, continued manufacture of aluminum 
weather strips, reflective insulation, and screening will be 
permitted; and some leeway may be allowed for windows 
for which orders have already been placed. 

All sorts of enameled equipment will also be scarce 
soon—ranges, refrigerators, washing machines, dryers, 
plumbing fixtures. But—on the brighter side—there should 
be plenty of lumber, asphalt and gypsum products, glass. 
insulation; enough brick, cement, and paint; and a fair 
supply of iron and steel products, probably with some uncer- 
tainty in delivery. In other words, the presently foresee- 
able scarcities are mainly limited to the light metals. 
You can still make a pretty good house out of what is left. 

If you build. therefore. you and your architect and your

Too often we grasp the facts of a scene but 
are blind to the beauty of forms such as the 
rhythmic pattern of streams flowing through 
the salt marsh in the distant landscape.

When a plan is derived from nature, it 
achieves the human scale without artificial 
contrivances.

a soul-satisfying atmosphere, a sense of contentment that 
comes from the feeling that everything belongs. He did it by 
studying, not merely the immediate site, but the total environ- 
ment. He saw the rhythmic lines drawn by the river as it 
winds through the distant marshes, and the graceful forms 
into which it shapes the surrounding lowlands. He observed 
the rich textures of the rock-studded hills above—the textures 
of the lichen-covered rocks themselves as well as the larger 
textures created by the groupings of the rocks, and the bushy 
plant growths in the crevices. So he adopted these same 
lines and shapes and textures as the theme of his design. 
The lines of the pool echo the lines of the river. Rocks 
from the hillside were transplanted to the edge of the play 
area, and the planting between them was designed to repeat 
the natural pattern of the wild grasses in the meadow. 

As a result, the man-made part of the scene merges into 
the whole and becomes a part of it. At the same time, the 
repetitions of nature’s motifs serve to underline them—to

Tuberous Begonias 


There’s no trick to growing these exotic-looking plants 


if you avoid the tedious chore of coaxing slow-to-start dry tubers

[ you can grow the common summer flowers—petunias, 
zinnias, or geraniums—you can have tuberous begonias 
in bloom all summer. The only trick is to buy started plants. 
Young plants are surprisingly sturdy when properly packed 
and travel well through the mails. They should resume grow- 
ing within a few days. You can expect the first blooms in 
about eight to ten weeks. 

Size of bloom depends somewhat upon the strength of the 
plant (remove the two small side buds on each shoot if you 
want giant blossoms), but the weather is a big factor. The 
largest blooms grow in cool, moist weather such as that along 
the California coast. Hot. drying winds shrink blossom size 
drastically. Also watch out for locations that reflect or radiate 
sun heat from nearby walls or pavings. The light, dappled 
shade under an old apple tree is ideal, but any fairly open 
tree, especially if the lower branches are some distance from 
the ground, provides a good shade. Or choose the north 
side of a building or fence if it isn't a windy spot. 

Grow your tuberous begonias in pots. This gives you a 
chance to grow them in an inconspicuous place until they 
are ready to bloom. Then you can arrange them to get the 
best display, and rearrange them during the season to keep 
the best show in the front rows. 

Small pots are a mistake because they hold so little soil 
that you seem to be forever watering the plants. Beginners 
usually are amazed at how much watering is needed. Begonia 


leaves are large, so lose water (Continued on page 233)

reezer 


can simplily your livin 


Has it dawned on you that the freezer is just as revolutionary 


for life today as central heating and hot running water 


were 50 years ago? Are you using yours to its fullest potentials? 


“yf all the gleaming white appliances which have 
ae into our kitchens in the last 15 or 20 
years the home freezer is probably the one most de- 
serving of an Award of Merit. 

Yet, surprisingly, it is the appliance most misunder- 
stood and misused. It can endow homemaking with a 
freedom and flexibility of staggering proportions. But 


with most non-farm families it is used in almost the 





same way the grocer uses a freezer—to house commer- 
cially packed foods. If this is all that a freezer can 
perform, why bother to pay for its first cost and its 
yearly overhead? 

To get the full benefit from owning a freezer, you 
must make major changes in the way you manage your 
housekeeping. Since homemaking in our times is essen- 
tially a management problem (just as much as the 
management of any big company), a freezer should 
produce major changes in how you buy and how you 
cook. It should turn you into a long-range planner. 
You should shop in quantity and cook in quantity. 


For the real time and labor-saving benefits lie here.

The great advantage of a freezer (and the one least 
understood) is that it lets you cook when you feel 
like it, rather than when you must because the hot 
breath of a hungry family is on your neck. You can 
accomplish more meals with less effort by doing quan- 
tity cooking. By cooking at one time several dishes 
that all use the same basic ingredients, you can save 
time. Also, by cooking too much—four or five times 
too much—and freezing the surplus as soon as it 
cools, you can eat several times with the labor of 
only one preparation. 

This is the really misunderstood part about freez- 
ing. It isn’t four times as much work to prepare four 
times as much in volume, but only about 10 or 15 per 
cent more work. Cooked foods freeze very successfully, 
so there is none of the tired left-over taste about 
them. If you make a regular policy of cooking too 
much (whenever you are cooking) and freezing two or 
three meal-size containers of every dish. you soon 
build up a fat “bank balance” in your freezer that

H” does the white man keep cool on the Congo? “Noth- 

But wait. The 
heat of the Congo is much like our own summer heat in the 
eastern half of the U. S. It is the humid kind. The Congo- 
Belgians, therefore, are up against the same problem we 
have. It doesn’t get quite as bad on the Congo as it does in 
the U. S., but it lasts the year round. With no cool spell in 
sight, the Belgians can’t just groan and bear it as we do. 
They have had to do something about it, and they have 
become experts of the cool house. If you are one of the 
seventy million Americans who are bothered by a hot, humid 
summer, this is guaranteed to interest you. 

What do they know there that we don’t know? Not a 
thing. The difference is that they act on what they know. 
They do what common sense tells them they should do. All 
of what follows is mere common sense. The moment you see 


it, you understand it and you say: “Why, of course.”

First of all, they take great care to keep the heat from 
coming down into the house through the roof and the attic. 
You know how it is. The sun blasts away against the roof. 
The roof gets hot. Sooner or later, the attic gets hot. And, 
if the hot weather lasts long enough, then the heat works 
down (even through insulation) and the ceilings of the 
rooms become mildly warm. And a warm ceiling is nothing 
but a radiant heating panel with the heat on in summer. 
Radiant heating always works with very mild heat. A floor 
or a ceiling heated perhaps to only 75° or 80° keeps you 
warm in winter. Well, in many of our houses during a heat 
wave, the ceiling reaches 80°, and the heating effect is 
terrific. You might as well have a pot-bellied stove going. 
Actually, a great part of our summer discomfort comes from 
such mildly-warm ceilings and walls. If a house is to be 
cool, it must have cool ceilings, and that means a cool attic. 


Now, in America. we use an attic vent in practically every 





roof. (See Figure 1.) It is a standard feature nowadays.

all by itself. You also need another vent to let new, cooler 
air come in. So, many houses here use the arrangement 
shown in Figure 2. In addition to the usual outlet vent high 
up under the gable, they have inlet holes down low under 
the eaves. Hot air rises, and flows out the high vent. Cool 
air comes in by the low vent. The more the sun shines on 
the roof, the more lively becomes the air- 
change in the attic. These low inlet vents 


cost practically nothing. They are easy to 





screen against insects and birds. Rain can’t 
get in. And, important for us, you can 
Figure 2 easily close them with a lid for the Ameri- 
can winter. It’s cheap, it’s simple, it’s important. It’s right. 

Another feature of the Congo house is also based on the 
well-known fact that hot air wants to rise. Here is the prob- 
lem. After a hot day, the house is full of warm air. Now, 
in the evening, it gets cool—outside. But the cool air won't 
come into the house. There is a general weather law that 
the wind slows down as the sun goes down. (Only important 
exception—mountainous country, where strong, cold night 
winds come rushing down the valleys.) With no wind to 
push the cool air into the house and the warm air out, how 
can you cool off the house? 

This problem is actually more severe on the Potomac than 
on the Congo. On the Congo the sun sets, more or less, at 
6 o'clock the year round. It disappears behind clouds at 
4, o’clock and you can almost count on a cooling thunder- 
storm. In America the sun hangs for many hours in the 
western sky, adding heat to heat, and thunderstorms are 


much less frequent. So, actually, on the Congo you get 


reasonable evening coolness in most any kind of house, even 


mew 


without special climate-control devices. In 
America the evenings are much hotter, the 
nights warmer. Just the same, it’s in the Congo 
that people have taken action on the problem. 
Here’s what they do. (See Figure 3.) 


Figure 3 First of all, they use their windows mostly 





for looking out. For ventilation, they cut one row of air vents 
near floor level, and another row near the ceiling. These 
vents are screened against mosquitoes, of course, and the 
lower ones are also louvered, so nobody can peep in. This 


arrangement begins to work as soon as the evening air out- 





side gets cooler than the air inside. Cool air flows in by the 
bottom vent, and it pushes the old warm air out by the top 
vents. In a room with a lower and an upper vent, the air in- 
doors can never be much warmer than the air outdoors. 

This system of divorcing light-and-view from ventilation 
has many other points in its favor. 

On a summer morning, you can close the bottom vents and 
keep the room full of cool air for many hours and, still, ciga- 
rette smoke and cooking odors can leave by the top vents. 

You can use fixed sash on your windows. This is cheaper 
and makes a tighter window. 

You don’t have to use screens on the windows (they go on 
the vents), and your view does not have that gloomy cast 
that screens sometimes give. 

You can draw the shades for privacy and still have full 
ventilation. Draperies and window shades don’t flap. 

Your draperies don’t catch dust. At the same time, you 
can catch dust avd soot with a gauze screen or two that you 
put into the vents (except perhaps during the hottest 
weather). Your house stays cleaner. Your cleaning bills are 
consequently lower. 

Your upper vents also let in light. By having these addi- 
tional light openings in a room, you cut down on light glare 
from the main windows. “Light balance” of a room, the 
architect calls it. 

You have a system of ventilation that you can leave open 
over a week end without fear that the rain will come in. The 
upper vents are close under the eaves and protected from 
rain. The lower ones are rainproofed by their louvers. In 
short, it works. 

The Belgians fend off the heat at still another point. In 
humid hot weather, heat comes into the house by every win- 
dow. It shines in. And this is true not only on the sunny 
side of the house, but on the shady side. too. In humid hot 
weather, the whole sky radiates heat. This effect is very 
strong in the eastern U. S. summer—especially near the big 
cities, where industrial smoke is mixed in with water vapor. 
Watch for it in Philadelphia, New York, St. Louis on a 
typical hazy, hot summer day. Stand near a north window, 
i.e., out of the direct sun, and feel the heat shine on you. 

Well, we know it and the Belgians know it, but the Bel- 
gians do something about it. They use an eyebrow, as shown 
> in Figure 4. It cuts out most of the sky view 
at and, therefore. also most of the heat glare 


from the sky. (Of course, with such an eye- 





brow, a window lets in less light. It must, 


e— therefore, be bigger. But it also causes less 
Figure 4 light glare, and gives a more pleasant light.) 


Such an eyebrow could, of course, be simply a canvas can-

for the U.S. because you can make it big enough to do réal 
good in summer, and still you can let the winter sun in. But, 
built of solid material. it also has advantages. It needs no 
attention in case of thunderstorms, and it protects the win- 
dows from driving rain. In a typical design (See Figure 5) 
the upper part of the window is open, with mosquito screen; 
the lower part is fixed glass. Rain will spatter against the 
glass of the lower part—but at the same time the cool breeze 
comes in through the screen of the upper part. It’s all very 
simple, isn’t it? 

Everything the Belgians use in the Congo is simple! You 
will find no mention of air conditioning or air drying. Even 
electric fans are rare, and insulation 
practically unknown. This is so for lo- 
cal reasons. In some localities, the elec- 
tric current comes on only at sunset. In 
small towns and on plantations, you 
have to have your own electric plant. 
and you run it only a few hours in the 
evening. Radios here run from batteries 
Figure 5 that you take to the garage for charg- 
ing. Refrigerators are a special tropical model that run on a 
kerosene flame. Insulation would have to be transported by 
sea, river steamer. and truck over immense distances, and 
would become very expensive. Besides, native building labor 
would not know how to handle it. A wall of locally made 
brick, a roof of corrugated iron or perhaps tile—that’s about 
all that’s practical in most places. 

But that makes it all the more interesting to us in America. 
It means: Here is Climate Control done by basic design. 
Right now that means: Here is Climate Control that you 
can have despite all shortages. But in the long run, il means 
something even more important. 

For us, in America, not to use insulation, attic fans, re- 
flective roofing, and all sorts of special materials and devices 
up to air conditioning would be horse-and-buggy stuff. But 
in the last 60 years or so. as the industry has given us bet- 
ter and better devices and materials. we have used them too 
often as an excuse to build poorer and poorer houses. Let’s 
face it. Today, in many regions, the oldest houses are the 
most comfortable. We are in danger of forgetting how to 
build the house itseli—the basic shell—right in the first 
place. And comfort devices always work better when they 
can work with the house. rather than against it. It’s expen- 
sive to air condition a house that’s trying to be hot. It’s easy 
to air-condition one that wants to be cool. That’s why the 
work of the Belgians, done with common materials and with- 
out machines, is worth our attention. 

The leading idea in building a cool house for hot. moist 


J 


country is upward ventilation. Hot air wants to rise, and 


you give it an upward channel through which it can leave 


the house. From this idea it is only a step to the idea of | 


chimney-action. If you make the upward channel tall enough, 
then it will not only let the hot air out, it will set up a draft, 
like a chimney, that sucks the air out of the house. And the 
taller the chimney, the more powerful its draft. This becomes 
complicated when you try to explain it. But it needn’t be 
explained because everybody knows it anyway. It is why fae- 
tory smoke stacks are so high. 

Some houses here have ceiling vents which lead into a 
chimney that goes through the attic directly to the top of 
the roof. (See Figure 6.) Seen from the outside, it looks just 
like an ordinary chimney. The idea is that, with such a chim- 
ney attached, the vent will “draw.” In other houses, a ceil- 
ing vent opens directly into the attic. 
and the whole roof is designed to act as 


a chimney. This means, of course, that 
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the roof must be tall. (See Figure 7.) 99 <2." 48S 
Its height that makes a chimney draw. 
The tall. high-peaked roof is, therefore, 
characteristic of many houses, not only 
here. but also in the Indies. In another Figure 
version of the same idea, a house seems to have, al first 
glance. two stories. But when you look at it more closely. the 
second story turns out to be all attic space. 
It exists merely to raise the roof higher and 
give it more chimney action. (See Figure 8.) 
The harder the sun shines on such an attic. 
the more warm air it will draw out of the 
main rooms below!

illions of people who’ve had to spend the summer there are 
M convinced that Washington “has a worse climate than the 
Congo.”

Study it to see how good, unprejudiced design can make a house 
work for your comfort instead of against it, as most houses

Some people have the idea that locally produced building 
materials are somehow more appropriate for local use than 
those from other regions. Some people, on the other hand, 
will pay a premium to build out of materials from far 
away. Today neither attitude makes sense. Each material 
has its special characteristics and should be selected on 
that basis. How does it perform; i.e., is it washable, resilient, 


sound-absorbent, etc.? What does it look like? What does 


it cost? Finally—this is very important—how will it stand 


up in this cliinate? Will it resist high heat and humidities, 
intense sunshine? Is it fungus- and insect-proof? In answer- 
ing these questions, the specifications for this Climate Con- 
trol house were written. A wood-framed structure, the house 
makes wide use of factory-finished wall and ceiling mate- 
rials. Flooring was selected for function: water and mud- 
proof flagstone in entry (right); quiet cork in study: re-

Many people think that, in house design, there’s some 
mortal conflict between art and science, between beauty 
and function. This is a fiction, as Architect Smith proves 
here. For example, she did not establish a grade, cut 
down or plant a tree, or specify a material without ref- 
erence to Climate Control. But at the same time, prob- 
lems of texture, color. and proportion were also being 
decided. The result is a richer, not poorer, design. 

Not being gardeners themselves, the owners wanted 
no heavy burden of garden maintenance. Hence Landscape 
Architect Cary Millholland has kept the scheme simple. 
Detailed planting is placed close to the house where it 


can be enjoyed. Only hardy material, good-looking the 





year round, is used, and all planting is at full-scale—so 
there’s no waiting for tiny plants to grow up. 

Size and shape of living-room balcony were deter- 
mined in much the same way. Space for outdoor living 
was wanted, but not at the expense of the view from the 
fireplace. Hence the balcony was cut back in a sweeping 
curve (below). At its widest point, it becomes a privacy 
device, screening the east end of the living room from 
nearby neighbors (left). The aesthetic success of this 


kind of planning is evident in the following pages.

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Spray with an “all-purpose garden spray” immediately after each 
rain to ward off “tulip fire,” a rapid-spreading wilt disease 

that causes the plants to fall over just when the 

blossoms start to open. Tulip fire is a fungus disease that 


lives over from year to year on old leaves and petals in the soil. 


Remove very few leaves when you harvest cut tulips. Each leaf is 
needed to help replenish the food supply of the bulbs, so 

cutting leaves reduces the size of next year’s blossoms. But you 

can cut as many flowers (without leaves) as you like. This 


actually helps your tulip bulbs by reducing the demand for food. 


Keep your tulips growing actively after bloom to give them a 
chance to make and store a food supply. If you want to use the 
space for summer flowers, dig the tulips carefully and replant 
them in an inconspicuous sunny place elsewhere. Allow 


them to grow until they die down naturally (usually about July 1). 


Stop watering when the leaves start to turn yellow. Tulip bulbs 
must be quite dry all summer. The natural rains do no harm. 
unless the season is unusually wet, but the watering you must do 
to make summer flowers thrive in the same soil is definitely too 


much for tulips—causes them to split into a crowded mass of tiny bulbs. 


Rh. BULB IMESTEMENT 


Avoid letting grass choke your daffodils. the most common trouble 
when daffodils are naturalized in the lawn. Hand-clip the 

grass a few times during the cool wet weeks in early spring when 
the grass grows so rapidly. You'll find your daffodils will 


stay shorter. hence sturdier when buffeting spring rains come. 


Cut the flowers carefully. Remove few leaves. and avoid injuring 
the others. (All leaves are rolled together at the base, so 

you must go slowly.) Daffodils live for many years and spread 
rapidly if they have a chance to build an ample food 


reserve each year. The leaves do this after the blossoms fade. 


Allow your daffodils to grow until the leaves naturally turn yellow 
and die (usually about July 1). After this you can mow over them 

for the rest of the year. Unlike tulips, daffodils don’t seem to be 
bothered by summer moisture, so you can plant later flowers among 


them if you grow daffodils in flower bed rather than in the lawn.

Where mate- 
rials of good quality cannot be 
had, you will have to provide for 
future replacements. 

Always there is the possibility 
that other types of controls may 
come. For example, there may be 
an actual prohibition of residential 
construction without special per- 
mission from the federal govern- 
ment. This has already happened 
with commercial building. If ap- 
plied to houses, it would probably 
bear very heavily on houses above 
a certain size or price. Another 
possibility would be a stringent 
control of the amounts of materials 
used in home building—like the

Controlled Materials Plan of the 
last war. Again, this would prob- 
ably hit hardest at what govern- 
ment officials like to refer to as 
“luxury type” houses. But if and 
when this sort of thing should hap- 
pen, strong assurances have been 
given that work already started 
will be allowed to go to comple- 
tion. It may even be that, under 
such circumstances, aid will be 
given to assure the completion of 
houses that are under construction. 
If you have the hardihood to go 
ahead, you may have one consola- 
tion. In spite of all the difficul- 
ties, it is unlikely that you will 
ever be able to build more cheaply 
than you can now. There is no 
record of building costs in the 
years after a war ever falling to 
their prewar level. From the _be- 
ginning of World War II until the 
lull this fall, residential building 
costs rose about 100%. There is 
little expectancy that the present 
effort can be accomplished with- 
out further inflation. The outlook, 
of course, is the same for existing 
houses. If you can find what you 
want—or nearly what you want— 
right now is a good time to buy.

ning” nor “Smoke Gets in Your 
Eyes” would fit the formula. Nor 
would “Begin the Beguine” or “Oh. 
What a Beautiful Morning!” Again 
we arrive at an impasse! Other 
measuring devices. such as senti- 
mental content, the lyrics, etc.. are 
equally elusive. And yet I am con- 
vinced that the enduring melody 


must contain some special charac- 


‘teristic, and that somebody some 


day will be able to analyze this 
characteristic and draw the melo- 
dy’s profile. 

We are on safer ground when we 
observe how a melody gets to be 
popular. Quite often the melody’s 
propulsion into fame can be traced 
back to the man or woman who 
originally sang or played it. The 
initial impetus was due to a singer 
who sang the song particularly 
well. By this time the singer may 
be forgotten, yet “the melody 


lingers on.” 


ERHAPS Victor Herbert’s two 

most popular melodies are “Ah! 
Sweet Mystery of Life” and “Italian 
Street Song.” Both come from the 
operetta, Naughty Marietta, and 
their success was originally due 
to a fabulous character named 
Emma Trentini. She was a pretty. 
petite, vivacious Italian soprano 
whom Oscar Hammerstein (father 
of the presently popular Oscar 
Hammerstein) brought over to sing 
at his Manhattan Opera House. 
This was in 1907. She was then 
twenty-four years old. Critics called

her the “small person with the 
large voice.” but her colleagues 
referred to her as “that little 
devil.”

greatest joys in life, so why should 
I double-cross myself? It’s more 
fun to adapt or transpose or invent 
something brand new. I read reci- 
pes by the hundreds. but only to 
get the hang of what other people 
have done with a certain food. 
Once I know what has been done 
to it by other people, it’s easy to go 
off on my own. 

If you don’t believe it’s easy to 
invent, let me tell you about one 
*“switcheroo” I recently dreamed 
up. which was a big success. 

It worked exactly like translat- 
ing one language to another. For 
I transposed the principles—but 
not the ingredients—ot East Indian 
curry and applied them to good 
old American hamburger. 

Curry is a glamorous dish, 
mostly because of the many deli- 
sious “accessories” that are sprin- 
kled on top of it after it is served 
on your plate. So why not borrow 
che tray of condiments and use it 
for hamburgers? Why not make a 
ray of many seasonings—of every- 
thing that ordinarily goes on top 
of a hamburger? 


ere’s what ran through my head 
as the “switcheroo” was crys- 
allizing. What to use instead of a 
un? Rice is used for a curry. so 
aybe baked rice ought to be kept 
s part of the formula. It’s easily 
repared and will keep piping hot 
for a long time. So I'll use a base 
of rice, to be served separately with 
curry. Rice, but no bun!

| The following recipes are for 
welve. but they can easily be cut 
lown or enlarged. for the basic 
materials are easily worked out for 


the number of people. For instance, 
one pound of ground lean beef will 
serve three people. One cup of rice 
will serve four or five. A half cup 
of each of the condiments will 
serve six, one cup each will serve 
twelve, etc. 

When you market. find out from 
your butcher which is the cheapest 
way to buy lean meat. either 
chuck, stew meat. or however they 
sell it. I actually think it is cheaper 
to get the shank because you will 
need the bone for stock for the 
rice and the sauce for the ham- 
burger. Have most of the meat 
taken off and ground. without fat. 


Hamburger Patties 
4 pounds lean ground beet 
6 slices of bread 
% eup (seant) boiling water 
1 teaspoon Beaumonde Seasoning (Spice 


Islands) 
% (seant) teaspoon Java Cracked Pepper 
(Spice Islands) 


1 teaspoon M.S.G. 


Cut off crusts of bread. Put in 
mixing bowl with seasonings. Add 
boiling water and fork into small 
bits. Slowly add the ground beef. 
and keep working with a fork so 
it is light and fluffy. Do not press 
or pat down. Cover and put in the 
refrigerator until ready for use. 

When ready to cook. use a fork 
in lifting out the ground beef, 
taking out just enough to make a 
patty the size of a fitty-cent piece 
and a quarter of an inch thick. 

Brown quickly in butter a few 
at a time and place in a hot cas- 
serole. They are so small they will 
cook quickly. Care must be taken 
with these little darlings for they 
will break. Keep in a warm oven 
and serve with the sauce as soon 
as possible. 


Sauce for the Patties 

1 clove of garlic, minced 

2 shallots, mineed, or 1 small onion 

4 cups of consomme or 3 cans of 
Campbells consommeé 

2 cups of a good red Burgundy, French 
or domestic. (Serve same wine with 
luncheon.) 

1/16 pound of butter 

1 heaping teaspoon sugar 


2 Crown Pilot Crackers (National Biscuit) 


Lightly brown minced onion and 
garlic in butter, sprinkling sugar | 
over onion and garlic as it is cook- | 
ing. Add beef stock or consommé | 
and 34 cup of wine. Simmer for 
15 minutes.

squeezed from right and left and 
also from above. A low archway, 
(where arrows converge), squeezes 
it down. 

In such a narrow place. the 
wind always speeds up—just as a 
river speeds up when it must pass 
through a narrow cut. And right in 
this wind tunnel, at the narrow- 
est, windiest place, Mr. Degryse- 
Dethoor has placed his dining table. 

A sound idea for Americans? 
Definitely. But, like everything in 
Climate Control, the arrangement 
can't be simply transplanted. only 
the basic idea can. One difference 
between the Congo and, say, Wash- 
ington, D. C., is that on the Congo 
one has his big meal at midday, 
and makes quite an affair of it. 
And, of course, at noon the sun is 
too strong for outdoor eating. In 
America, comfort at dinner during 
a heat wave is more easily provided 
by eating outdoors. Another differ- 
ence is that on the Congo the noon 
period is the hottest time. The eve- 
nings are fairly cool. The U. S. 
summer sun doesn’t set till late, 
and shines hard all afternoon out 
of the western sky, adding heat to 


heat. The wind dies down at sun- | 


set. So, in America, as far as the 
inside of the house is concerned, 
the hottest period is often after 
sunset! That is the time when you 
need a wind chute; and it is the 
bedrooms — especially 
bedrooms—that should be in the 
narrow place. 

Degryse-Dethoor has also built 
on his plantation what is perhaps 
the coolest roof in the world. It’s 
famous. Experts from the world’s 
colonial ministries and from many 
tropical countries have come to 
see it. He designed and built this 
roof himself. Let’s build it up step 
by step, the way he thought it out. 

A roof gets hot and, therefore, 
hot air forms under it. Hot air 
wants to rise. Therefore, you must 
let it out. And so you build a shape

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lish use beef fat for almost every- 
thing.

first course or a dessert course. 
Take the thin pancake; it varies 
from our not-so-rich breakfast ver- 
sion up to the divine blintzes using 
caviar and sour cream or smoked 
salmon, and then on to the sweet 
crépes suzette. Yet they are all 
thin pancakes. 

By changing the combinations of 
the ingredients that you use with 
shrimp, you can yary it from the 
discreet, understated dieters’ dish 
of shrimp salad to the rich Shrimp 
ala Newburg (using cream, sherry, 
and egg yolks) and the almost-as- 
rich Shrimp @ la Marinera (using 
olive oil, garlic and dry wine).

hee go a step farther and try 
Wo Principle Two: increasing the 
richness of a basic recipe. So far, 
you have been working in a hori- 
zontal direction only. The food has 
been varied, either by changing the 
flavor or by adding something to the 
original. Now make a_ vertical 
change instead of a horizontal one. 
Vary the quality. the richness of 
the food itself. Take such a simple 
thing as junket, which is a nursery 
dish made with junket tablets, 
milk. and vanilla, with a dash of 
cinnamon or nutmeg on top. Sub- 
stitute cream for the milk, sherry 
for the vanilla, and you have an 
elegant dessert. 

There’s still another way to get 
variety in cooking. Principle Two: 
Combine two or more recipes to 
form a brand-new effect. In short, 
mix several simple things to make 
a dish that is more elaborate or 
richer or differently flavored. I call 
it “compounding.” This is widely 
done in all haute cuisine cookery 
which requires a lot of work. But it 
needn't, because there are many 
tricks of compounding that are 
simple. And you are already doing 
a lot of compounding without real- 
izing it.

lets me argue her into granting 
me five or six inches leeway. My 
method of locating a stud has a 
sound basis. One can tap along the 
wall lightly and tell by the sound 
of the hammer when it is over a 
The 


“woop, Woop, wWaQop, woop, wup.” 


stud. hammer should go. 
The “wup” is a flat sound instead 
of a hollow “woop” and marks the 
spot over the stud. So I tap along 
the wall in the general area, but I 
can’t find a good “wup.” I get as 
near as “woup” and then it goes 
back to “woop.” However. I settle 
for the most “wuppish woup” I 
can get and drive in a small trial 
nail. After penetrating the plaster. 
the nail meets about as much re- 
sistance as is met in pushing an ice 
pick into warm butter. 


NOW try a longer nail. going on

long enough I’m bound, eventually, 
to hit something. This method has 
its practical limits, however, and 
after a four-inch nail does nothing 
but send a little loose plaster rat- 
tling down between the partitions, 
I move over a couple of inches and 
drive another nail. No luck. Shift- 
ing another inch, I try again with 
the same result. The wall begins to 
take on the appearance of our 
maple tree when the Yellow-Bellied 
Sapsucker got through with it last 
Spring. In desperation I try once 
more. moving the other way and 
here strike something approaching 
hardness. By this time I’m willing 
to settle for anything, and salving 
my conscience by using an extra 
long screw. I am pleased and re- 
lieved when it supports the mirror 
and covers the mutilated wall.

over the soil. Aquatic plants do not 
flower well in shade, so if you want 
a shaded pool, you'll have to be 
content with fewer flowers. 





OU don’t need to change the 

water all season—here is where 
the scavengers come in—and re- 
member that cold, running water 
hinders blooming. You need to feed 
your waterlilies 3 or 4 times if you 
want maximum results. One hand- 
ful of complete plant food is 
enough for a I’ x I’ x I’ planting 
box. Wrap the plant food in cheese- 
cloth, force it down into the soil, 
and let it dissolve. 

In cold climates, drain your pool 
in late fall and clean out all leaves 
and accumulated waste. Small pools 
may then be kept dry by covering 
them with boards and canvas until 
spring. Those too large to cover 
refilled. If

Hardy waterlilies may be placed 
in large cans and kept over winter 


in an unheated cellar. Either fill 
them with water (preferred) or

Tropical water- 
lilies rarely pay for the effort in 
keeping them over. It is better to 
buy new ones each spring. 

Fish should be taken indoors be- 
fore the water freezes. if your pool 
is shallow.

inherit his talent? 


By Richard Williams 


\xactly 125 years ago, a seven- 
] teen-year-old boy by the name 
of Felix Mendelssohn-Bartholdy 
composed the Overture to A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream. This com- 
position, an adult and free-striding 
piece of work, was by no means 
Mendelssohn’s first composition. 
He had previously written three 
piano quartets, a symphony, and 
an Octet for Strings. 

Seventeen years old—and once 
again, as happens every time the 
bright new moon of genius ascends 
the dark sky. people clapped their 
hands, admired, and _ marveled. 
How had the boy inherited his tal- 
ent? How had the talent been de- 
veloped? What forces were at work 
to make it burst into light? 

Eternally fascinating questions! 
Questions to be asked not only in 
the realm of music but in all art, 
and not only in art but in all such 
human endeavor as is worth record- 
ing in biography. 

The answers are as varied as the 
various kinds of talent itself. But 
Mendelssohn’s case history is par- 
ticularly interesting because it runs 
counter to all of our romantic no- 


tions of the development of a- 


genius. It contradicts all the stand- 
ard scenario ingredients in the life 
of the artist: the necessity for 
struggle and suffering. the spur of 
poverty, the benefit of loneliness, 
and the fruitful influence that dis- 
ease and bodily infirmity bear on 
the life of the mind. None of these 
conditions held true for Mendels- 
sohn. He was neither poor nor 
sickly, neither unsuccessful nor 
misunderstood, neither lonesome 
nor excessive in bohemianism, 
neither a drinker nor a gambler, 
neither a hell-raiser nor a milk- 
sop. neither a miser nor overly 


generous. He had neither a cl) 
foot nor did he cut off his é 
Worst of all, he was even happ 
married, very much in love w 
his wife, and a devoted fath 
to his children. 

In a sense, Mendelssohn 
herited his talent. He drew it fr 
an ancestral reservoir of gene 
talent, though neither his fatl 
nor his mother was especia 
gifted musically. They were ; 
musicians, but the family were 
gifted people, enormously suecé 
ful, his grandfather as a phila 
pher. his father as a banker. 7 
general agility of mind and | 
wide culture that distinguished + 
Mendelssohns must have converg 
in a special way into Felix’s crac 

The grandfather, Moses M| 
delssohn,. living under the reign 
Frederick the Great, was called ‘ 
German Socrates. He  achiey

Later when we went into this room 
we found it was a library, and the 
three walls which we had not seen 
from the drawing room, were pa- 
pered in a bold stripe blending 
well with the rich books upon the 
shelves. 

This fashion of papering a room 
in contrasting patterns and colors 
is not unusual in the United States 
today, but that was the first time I 
had ever seen it, and it made such 
a definite impression that ever since 
I have noticed the vista from one 
room to that which adjoins it. 
Cleverly handled, such a vista may 
enhance and unify both rooms. 


N ONE of the most beautiful 

houses in Washington I am always 
conscious: of the most pleasing har- 
mony throughout the many rooms 
on the first floor. Some are pa- 
pered, some are paneled, some are 
painted; there are unpatterned silk 
curtains in one and chintzes in an- 
other, but although each is differ- 
ent they are blended in an idefina- 
ble unity. But not really indefinable | 


—for I have gradually come to 
realize that the same tones and 
accents are subtly repeated in vary- 
ing degrees throughout the entire 
first floor. There is no monotony 
but an infused consonance which 
gives serenity. 

With these two houses in remem- 
brance I am constantly reminded 
that the transition from one room 
to another deserves consideration. 

Most of us do not possess large 
handsome homes in Helsinki or

Leah could play music and sing, 
and possessed talent for painting. 
She spoke and read French, Eng- 
lish, Italian. and read—secretly so 
as not to obtain a bluestocking re-

Felix sprang from these parents. 
He was the second child. Abraham 
used to say in later years, when 
Felix had become famous, “For- 
merly I was the son of my father: 
now I am the father of my son.” 


ELIX was given a most careful

PROVINCIAL CUPBOARD AND OLD PEWTER

A pleasant way to see an especially pleasant sector of this 
continent is the St. Lawrence-Saguenay routine which the 
Canada Steamship Company, Montreal, will set in motion for 
1951 on June 9. (And, the St. Lawrence being the popular 
river it is, the sooner you go the better.) These are not 
luxury cruises. But you will find Canada steamships well con- 
ditioned, courteously served, and popular with people you'll 
enjoy knowing. They are also handily versatile. You can 
use a Canada steamship to make your way from Montreal to 
(Quebec City only, for instance, or to get to Murray Bay, where 
the Manoir Richelieu opens June 16, or Tadoussac, where the 
Hotel Tadoussac opens on the same date. Or you can take a 
round trip, including the Saguenay River as far as Bagotville

square feet of enclosed living space, which should be multi- 
plied by the prevalent price per square foot that quality 
building is currently costing in your town. In addition to 
the enclosed space, there are 1,122 square feet of semi- 
enclosed or partially developed space: porch, garage, breeze- 
way, and basement. Figure this at half of the prevalent cost 
per square foot in your town. That would give you a rough 
estimate of what a reputable contractor might charge for a 
similar house. (Don’t forget to add land costs and cost of 
landscape materials. ) 

This plan is right only for a lot facing west. For a lot 
facing east, it could be reversed—flopped over, so to speak. 
For this house, to be properly oriented for a cold climate, 
must be placed so its main glass wall faces south, which 
means south must be on the side line of the lot. It would 
not be a good plan for a south-fronting lot or for a north- 
fronting lot, since it would be impossible for the glass to 
face south. 

In a mild climate without heavy heating requirements, 
perhaps a saving of 10 per cent might be achieved in the 


costs. Or, if the house were built with lower structural stand- 





ards or with fewer embellishments and niceties, it might be 
achieved for as little as $30,000 to $35,000. 

But what meaning does this house have if you haven’t 
590,000, or if you don't need a cold-climate house, or if 
you already own a house, or if you live in an apartment? 

It can show you how to reorganize life where you now are. 
In these pages you can find new ways to arrange old furni- 
ture, new color schemes for repainting and re-upholstering. 
You may find help on how to store garden equipment, or a 
new slant on how to shop for groceries, You can learn how 
to ventilate a roof in summertime, or how to shade a window 
when there is no roof overhang. 

The composite ideas of this one house can be a yardstick 
against which to measure your own mode of living, wherever 
it may be. For the house was designed to be a symbol of the 
accepted practices of good living current in this year of 
1951. It is a kind of crystallization of the meaning of our 
times—its technologies, its social values, its aesthetics, and 
its emotions. Taken in its entirety, it has one kind of mean- 
ing.

Not all styles have been made for the 
people—people in the broad social sense 
we use in America. Some styles have 
been for some of the people—for the 


nobility, or for the government, or for 





the big landowners, or just for the 
poor. But in America, where people as individual human 
beings are given the greatest consideration in the history 
of civilized man, our values about the rights of people 
could not help but affect design. Social attitudes eventually 
affect the form of houses. automobiles, furniture, clothes— 
everything we live with. 

The American Style is an expression of the characteristic 
attitudes underlying our kind of life. Since that life has 
always been a living, changing thing, so is the style which 
expresses it. 

To recognize the American Style of today, you must see 
whether the thing expresses honesty, beauty, simplicity, 
and fitness for purpose. These were the characteristics that 
typified Early American design 200 years ago. But you 
can find these same qualities expressed in terms of today 
in objects created of today’s materials and technologies, 
and designed to fill today’s needs. 

It is the forms which express these basic principles— 
not in any particular time but in all eras—that identify 
the American Style. Our time has produced its own style 
embodying these same principles. 

This Pace-Setter house for 1951 should be looked at 
mainly in the light of what it can do for the people who 


live in it. Every smallest thing has meaning—the color

of the paving on the terrace, the curve of the driveway, 
the color of the house and fences. Every part of the design 
came about for a good reason. Nothing happened by 
chance. Everything was done for a purpose—to improve 
and ease daily life, and yet to please the eye and eladden 
the soul. 

In May 1950, House BeauriruL first started to report 
on this new American Style. We said it had been emerging 
for a long time—that the American Style had been develop- 
ing in architecture. furnishings, cooking, and all the minor 
arts. During the last twelve months, we have published 
325 pages of evidence, showing you how diverse and 
varied. how rich and versatile is this new expression of 
our life in the 20th Century. We have talked about its 
numerous shapes, naturalistic colors, its wealth of tex- 
tures. and its tendency to glorify the material. 

Now, here is a whole house designed in its entirety to 
embody both the spirit and the letter of the new American 
Style.

It is easy to live with because its materials. finishes, and

[t reflects an independence of taste. for it mixes old 
things with new, and bows to no cultist dictums. 

Walt Whitman said, “Architecture is what buildings do 
to you.” But the reverse is also true: Architecture is what 
you do to buildings. All history shows that the different 
societies of different times and places have produced dif- 
ferent forms of architecture, and that buildings which are 
truly serviceable to their times produce a special beauty 


of their own. 





This house has that kind of beauty—the beauty of ap- 











propriateness, the beauty that springs up inevitably when 
something does well what it is supposed to do. This house 
shows that our attitudes of the heart (which are symbolized 
by our historical forms and shapes) can never be com- 
pletely wiped out by change and progress. This house is 
testimony that it is the nature of the social animal in a 
free society to change by evolution—not revolution. 

For even though this Pace-Setter house and every small 
thing in it are devoted to the service they must render, 
it does not stop here. [t makes us feel “at home,” rooted, 
secure, familiar. That is because the new American Style 
gratifies the emotions as much as it does the intellect. 
For the new American Style, which is essentially modern, 
stresses human values which, unfortunately, some styles 


of modern do not.

The new kitchen is the heart of the home, literally 
as well as figuratively. This is no accident. It is the 
result of the new way of living which has gradually 
come about in America, and of the attitude of the 
woman of today toward her house and family. We 
like to live casually, informally, but at the same 
time insist on a smoothly running, gracious house- 
hold. The attainment of this aim involves many 
changes in our way of thinking, for, as a rule, it 
depends upon the organization of household work 
by one woman, and one woman alone. She is wife, 
household manager, cook, nursemaid, laundress. 
and while this sounds like a large order, it can be 
achieved by thinking through the problem. 
Locating the kitchen literally in the center of the 
house as this one is, is one of the biggest steps for- 
ward.

- As such, it rightly becomes the pivot around which 


all family activities revolve. From it, our “one 
woman” is monarch of all she surveys, and she 
surveys everything. 

American women today have a healthy respect for 
work, inherited from Puritan forebears. But they 
also respect the marvels of machinery and are more 
than willing to make the considerable investment 
equipment represents. They know it will perform 
tedious tasks quicker and better than has ever be- 
fore been possible. They know, too, that by letting 
machinery do the work, they free themselves for 
Red Cross, Parent-Teacher meetings, and all the 
other community activities in which they take part. 

The kitchen on our cover, on this and on suc- 
ceeding pages, takes advantage of today’s tech- 
nologies. It lets machines do the dishes, wash the 
clothes, dispose of the garbage. And by its choice

WV. built this Pace-Setter on an average lot, deliberately, to 
prove that you don’t have to be very rich or very lucky to win 
privacy, outlook, and Climate Control. The lot had a west-facing 
frontage of about 130 feet, a depth of 225 feet, and a slope to 
the north. Its only unusual feature was a line of fine old pines and 
hemlocks, parallel with, and about 50 feet back from, the street. For pri- 
vacy and summer afternoon shade, we naturally placed the house be- 
hind them. To make the most of the southern exposure, we 
sited the house close to the north property line. To handle motor traffic, 
especially guest parking, we gave up the northwest corner of the plot 
to a big, sweeping U-shaped drive.

hether your house is comfortable year round 

depends on many things—big and little. And 
very often the performance of big things like the 
heating plant is affected by “little” ones like the 
width of an eave or the way the roof is vented. Most 
\merican climates, with their big difference between 
winter and summer extremes, demand close atten- 
tion to these little things. And by such atten- 
tion, the living room of the Pace-Setter can be both 
sunny and snug in winter (above) and shaded and 
breezy in summer (left). To achieve this flexibility, 
careful study was made of a lot of little things—glass. 
weatherstripping, hardware, width of eave, screen- 
ing. color of painted walls. This sort of design-for- 
comfort is like a druggist’s prescription—measured 
amounts of specific items. On the facing page, you'll 


see the carefully blended ingredients. 
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Sealed insulating glass gives cold weather comfort 


For cold weather comfort and cheer, the Pace-Setter uses lots of 


south-facing glass. It is double to cut down heat loss in winter,

aa in the way a house is sited, the or- 
ientation and sizing of the glass, the use of wind- 
breaks and fences—all these will modify your 
private climate in your favor. They make a siz- 
able difference in the climatic load on your heat- 
ing plant, but they are only auxiliaries to it. In 
cold climates, there’s no substitute for a good 
heating plant and a well-insulated structure in 
which to put it. 

This principle was recognized in the design of 
the 1951 Pace-Setter. As you can ‘see from the 
site plan (page 137) and the fenestration (pages 
138-9), no stone was left unturned to exploit the 
climate to the utmost. But the house has a heat- 
ing system designed to yield enough comfort at 
sub-zero temperatures when there’s no gain to be 
wrung from nature. 

There are heating coils in both the tiled floors 
and plaster ceilings (facing page). This was done 
primarily to keep both surfaces merely warm to 
the touch. Had all coils been concentrated in 
either surface, it would have been uncomfortably 
warm. This arrangement also minimizes “heat 


> 


lag” effect when sun comes out in cold weather. 
The floors are relatively cool and plaster ceilings 
cool off quickly. Hence the house does not over- 


heat in cold but sunny weather. 





Heart of heating system is this sturdy oil- 


fired boiler. Above it are hydraulic controls 
for heating coils. They are actuated by elec- 


tronic “brain” seen on panel board at right.

The other side 





is the food procurement methods which are 


practiced by the person who operates the 


modern living. 

For a modern kitchen, to be modern, must be used in 
a different way from an old-fashioned kitchen if its 
benefits are to be really substantial. The changes pro- 
duced by dish washers, garbage disposals, mixers, 
blenders, and such are wonderful, of course, but they 
alone cannot produce the total benefit possible in our 
times, of freeing the cook from the manual repetitious- 
ness of three meals a day. The drudgery of cooking con- 
sists of many things besides dish washing and mashing 
potatoes. Daily marketing is also drudgery. Modern meal 
planning (which is food buying) means using the prog- 
ress in food preservation techniques made by industry. 

Stated in the terms of the woman in the kitchen, what 
we are saying is that we need to revise our old ideas 
about staples. But what we can always keep on hand is 


very different from what was or could be stocked 20 years 


ago. The list of today’s perishables is very small, and 
the list of foods that keep indefinitely and which can 
be stored, is staggering. If you have a wide variety of 
things on hand, you are freer—freer to change your 
mind, freer to cope with unexpected emergencies, freer 
to be lazy, or to indulge your tiredness (which often 
appears unscheduled). You can be creative when the 
spirit moves you and the exciting inspiration appears out 
of the blue. Cooking is a bore when it ties you to the 
daily grind of a routine and the mindlessness of a 
printed recipe. 

House BEAUTIFUL has been convinced of these prin- 
ciples for some time. But a good way to make a test 
case, which we could measure and secure costs on, was 
offered by the opportunity of stocking the Pace-Setter 
kitchen. We decided to stock the refrigerator, vegetable 
bin, freezer and staples shelves with the ideal supply of 
groceries, as an exercise to help us arrive at the mini- 
mum supply that we could recommend for a modern 
use of our lovely kitchen. 

We worked out this problem with four women who are 
famous for managing their food and cooking affairs in 


an admirable, up-to-date manner, and who are also won-

dry and canned staples. They were chosen to give our kitchen op- 
erator complete fluidity in her plans and to cut shopping to once 


a week.

derful cooks. We asked them to give us their lists of 
what they keep on hand at all times. All buy in quantity 
and likewise cook and freeze in quantity. All run their 
kitchens with the same principles that Big Business 
uses in the management of millions of dollars of opera- 
tions. All of them, besides being good housekeepers. 
lead active lives outside the home and have interests in 
many fields. All of them have tried to eliminate the 
dreary parts of housekeeping, while still retaining the 
interesting and creative parts. All of them have at- 
tained a higher freedom from drudgery than most 
women realize exists. 

Each of them has what Business Management would 
call a “revolving inventory” of food staples. The inven- 
tory of each household varies slightly from the other, 
but they have an amazing number of things in common. 
The woman with the smallest kitchen has only about 
$400 invested in staples at all times. Another woman, 
who also has a small kitchen, has built an ample storage 
room near her kitchen so she can buy in case lots and 
obtain discount prices. Her inventory represents, al- 
ways, an investment of between $800 and $1,000. The 


other two women have revolving funds of around $600. 


They all agree that the old division between staples 
and fancy groceries has broken down. Fifty years ago, 
anything beyond flour, salt, sugar, cornmeal, and mo- 
lasses were considered fancy. Now anything you can 
keep on hand without spoiling is a staple. Only milk, 
eggs, and salad greens remain as the daily necessities 
which cannot be stored on a long-term basis. Even 
bread keeps in a freezer long enough to reduce bread 
buying to a once-a-month act. 

The kind and amount of staples we keep on hand 
are, naturally, regulated by our habits and what we like 
to eat. How you set up your staples inventory depends 
on the nature of the numerous situations in your life 
which you must solve. The main point is to build up a 
big enough supply to keep you from running to the store 
or telephoning daily. The more long-term your planning, 
the more you reduce the number of times you have to 
repeat the same act. For the key to modern kitchen man- 
agement is to cut the repetitiousness of your work. So 
study every phase of your work to find ways to do this. 

All four women agree that some of the things which 
are the most expensive turn out to be cheapest in the long

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hy wait years for your garden to grow up? Why 

forego the fun of eating, playing, and entertaining 
outdoors until some vaguely distant time when small plants 
finally grow up enough to provide the necessary privacy, 
shade, wind control, and beauty? 

Today we know how to design gardens that, at a surpris- 
ingly low cost, provide year-round beauty and all the ameni- 
ties needed for luxury living outdoors from the very day 
that they are planted. 

Unfortunately, many people forget all about the garden 
until the house is built. By then there isn’t any money left. 
The house is done. but the grounds are not. This imposes a 
real hardship. First, the modern merger of indoors and out- 
doors makes them almost one. The unfinished outdoors is 
very much in view from indoors through all 12 months. Sec- 
ond, if the yard is not usable as extra living room, the cost- 
enforced smallness of today’s house becomes more serious. 

Gardens are an excellent investment. Your dollars buy three 
times as much space when spent on outdoor living rooms. 

“But,” you say. “you are not talking about us. You mean 
Florida or Southern California.” 

Not at all. The biggest saving occurs where the winters are 
coldest. The reason? The savings come about because earden 
living rooms avoid the expense of heavy walls and roof, thick 
insulation, and a heating plant. The colder the climate, the 
more you get for your dollar in developing garden rooms. 

Count on eight or nine months of use in the New York area 
—if you build-in all the Climate Control tricks now known. 
No one garden room is comfortable for all nine months, of 
course, so build several garden rooms for use at various sea- 
sons. The garden shown on the opposite page in color is for 
use in the fall, also for spring. During summer you would 
move into the shade garden just west of this garden (plot plan 
on page 137) or into the screened garden room (page 139). 

Just buying big plants and lots of walls and paving isn’t 
enough. You must plan carefully. Money spent for good profes- 


sional help in laying out your garden (Continued on page 242)

\he Pace-Setter was color-styled 

to blend with nature, inside and 
out, all year round. This meant 
that the dominant colors were those 
of earth, rock, wood, and foliage. 
It also meant that even these colors 
should not be too high or too low 
in value, so that continuity between 
house and landscape would be un- 
broken in any season. 

Generally speaking, all indoor 
wall surfaces were glazed to pre- 
serve the texture and pattern of 
the grain. Oak veneer plywood by 
Malarkey was finished in a pink- 
ish glaze.

touch to the kitchen and made an 
unnoticeable transition from the 
hall. The same principle may be 
applied to the pantry, if this can 
be seen from the dining room. 

Not everyone wishes to produce 
this effect of unity. They prefer 
contrast and variety, and these, too, 
have their virtues. A tiny foyer 
papered in bold pattern and strong 
color or almost completely walled 
with mirrors may be an extremely 
good idea. A central hallway with a 
definitely patterned wallpaper and 
with the living room on one side 
and the dining room on the other. 
each of these papered or painted 
in entirely different tones, gives all 
three rooms individuality as one 
sees them or passes through them. 
Choosing between unity and diver- 
sity is a matter of taste, not of ex- 
cellence. The total result, though 
divergent, may be equally good. 

I remember a Spanish house in 
Guatemala with tiled floors. heavy 
curtains and dark, dark carved 
furniture. and almost no decora- 
tion on the white walls in the sev- 
eral living rooms. It was extremely 
handsome, but when one stepped 
into the small private suite of the 
mistress and found it intimately 
and sweetly papered, set off with 
light feminine curtains and cush- 
ions, the unexpected contrast was 
as refreshing as stepping from a 
majestic forest into a blossoming 
garden. Any gradual _ transition 
would have ruined the charming 
antithesis.

findings. Before you 
study the well-stocked glos- 
sary, then tie a mental string 
around the botany you remember 
from school days. You must read 
with care and comprehension, or 
you will miss an eye-witness ac- 
count of the birth of a mighty tree, 
or the strange tale of the headless 
fisherman, in connection with the 
origin of the Coconut palm. The 
author has not made an obvious 
attempt to lower her standard of 
botanical explanations, scientific 
terms or findings, but the student 
of botany will find the quantity of 
scientific information an amazing 
propellant, urging him on _ with 
delightful pause for rest and con- 
templation in the accounts of Mrs. 
Cater’s field trips in foothill, moun- 
tain, valley, and desert. 

One shortcoming, however—the 
author is thoroughly familiar with 
the whole Pacific Slope Forest 
Region, particularly California.

This is how it happens. The low 
bid often avoids an itemized list 
of numbers, sizes, and names of 
the plants. The low bidder also 
may use a much lower system of 
grading his plants. They may just 
barely make the minimum size 
mentioned. Often they are light 
and stringy. If his list mentions 
plants 2—2%% feet tall, the plants 
will be just over 24 inches high, 
and with not too many branches. 
Unfortunately there are no govern- 
ment rules or grades that apply to 
plants. 

The higher bidder probably furn- 
ishes bigger, fuller plants. These 
may require an extra two to five 
years to grow. So they cost much 
more. Prices for this variation in 
plant quality often reach 100%.

If the bids between competitors 
are for different varieties of the 
same plant, prices may vary 300%. 
Landscape work is a long-time 
investment. Soil preparation and 
method of planting is highly im- 
portant for later years. It is pos 
sible to keep most plants alive in 
poor soil, but they don’t thrive and 
grow in beauty the way you hope. 
Low bidders often include a 
lump sum item for planting. High 
bidders itemize the quotation—defi- 
nite quantities of loam, peat, ma- 
nure, and plant food, plus a labor 
charge. 
Labor for planting varies dras- 
tically. Suppose you have a small 
evergreen—only two feet high. The 
usual ball of soil will measure 12

Cliff May is a designer and builder of houses. And 
for the good of his clients he couldn’t be better 
suited to his job. For he has the typical American’s 
impatience with the status quo, but raised to the 
nth degree. He is on a constant still hunt for some- 
thing better, whether it’s an improved doorknob 
or a new construction method. No client of his 
ever has to complain that Cliff doesn’t catch on to 
a new idea. He’s usually two jumps ahead of them, 
because he continually makes it his business to try 
out new methods, new products, new concepts of 
living in his own home.

satisfaction with the present. If you are one olf 
these, you might reflect that our restless impatience 
with the status quo is the very reason why we already 
have so many good things to choose from. The per- 
petual demand for something better keeps our in- 
dustry going. But no less important, it also keeps 
our designers, engineers, architects, scientists, and 
manufacturers on their toes. It keeps creative think- 
ing lively. And, of course, it prevents us, as in- 
dividuals, from dying on the vine of smugness or 
apathy or the hideous disease known as resting on 
your laurels. 

We don’t have to urge anyone to want something 
better—everybody does want it. But we know that 
we Americans haven’t begun to get into our homes 
all the advantages that this country’s rich store 
of know-how is already prepared to give us.

mericans ask direct questions. We expect direct answers. 

We’re inclined to distrust the reply which splits hairs. 
But there is no simple answer to the question of whether there 
is an American Style in the fine arts comparable to what ex- 
ists, as House BEAUTIFUL has previously made clear, in our 
architecture, our gardens, our furniture, and all our minor 
arts. For the answer is both Yes and No. 

There is no American Style in the sense that there is no 
one method of painting characteristic of all, or even of most 
of our artists. On the contrary, they work in many styles. 
ranging from pleasant, eonventional, realistically painted 
landscapes to complex arrangements of squares, circles, and 
triangles which look as if they might have been lifted from 
Junior’s geometry book. 

There is room in America for all kinds of art, just as there 


is room for all kinds of people. 


Furthermore, none of these different painting styles is] 


uniquely or exclusively American. With but one exception, all 
have their counterparts in the work of artists painting in 
other parts of the world. The one exception is the more ex- 
treme form of abstraction which is outlawed in Soviet Russia 
(as it was in Nazi Germany). Since such pictures do not tell 
a story and are not immediately understandable to all who 
see them, they cannot possibly serve as vehicles for govern- 
ment propaganda. Consequently they are banned as having 


no function or justification in “the new society.”

there is no missing her carriage, her step, her general air. 

In art that quality is very difficult to analyze. But it doesn’t 
take the professional eye of a critic, museum director, or artist 
to spot it. Anyone at all, who has looked at enough pictures 
by enough living artists over a long enough period, can al- 
most inevitably recognize an American picture in whatever 
company he finds it. 

What are some of the world trends in contemporary art 
which our own artists, regardless of the part of the country in 
which they work, also demonstrate? Let us look at a few of 
the many kinds of art that have taken root here, examples of 
which are to be found sharing exhibition space in museums. 
galleries, schools, and county fairs from Boston to San Diego. 

Today the most provocative and by its very nature the most 
clamorous kind of contemporary art is abstract painting. 
Eavesdropping on the conversation of museum visitors proves 
that it is the kind of art most people have the greatest difh- 
culty accepting, understanding, and/or enjoying. But large- 
scale national survey exhibitions such as that presented by 
New York’s impartial and conservative Metropolitan Museum 
of Art last winter, under the title “American Painting Today 
—1950,” makes it very clear that a considerable percentage of 
our artists all over America are painting abstractions. 

Abstraction, of course, had its beginnings in Europe late 
in the Nineteenth Century when the invention of the camera

Before they built their modern 
farmhouse, the Cheeks studied the 
old farmhouses in the neighbor- 
hood, noted their unpainted boards, 
rock chimneys, and wood-shingled 
roofs—all in the American tradi- 
tion of making the most of materials 
at hand. Except for wood-simulat- 
ing asbestos roofing, their house is 
of the same stuff. See the design 
kinship between house and_ barn. 





Their own swimming hole is beau- 
tiful Lake Lure, accessibly near 
enough to the house to make swim- 
ming and boating casual enjoy- 
ments. As automobiles have made 
more and more Americans ac- 
quainted with the open spaces, this 
is the kind of goal we now set for 
ourselves—a private piece of nature 
all our own. This is fast supersed- 
ing the ownership of a mansion as 


the great American dream.

The Cheek house is utterly free of prescribed dogma 
something the American character rebels against instinc- 
tively. It is essentially Modern, uncluttered by idle orna- 
ment, and businesslike in the sense that everything has 
been meticulously planned to do the job or jobs it’s 
supposed to do for the people who live here and the guests 
under their roof. 

3ut while it is simple, this Modern house doesn’t look 
alien or tortured or austere, because it is an American 
brand of Modern, warm and human, designed with fa- 
miliar overtones for people as individuals instead of for 
anonymous masses. 


Indeed. certain elements of this house are timeless 


traditions in America. Its box-like, balloon-frame con- 


struction and the rough stone masonry of its foundation, 
chimneys, and terraces are architectural traits which have 
persisted in our bujlding for three centuries. 


The Cheeks used them, not out of sentiment, but because 


they were the best, most straightforward answer to their 


modern needs. They looked right on the land, their in- 
gredients were easily available, and they were familiar 
mediums to the local workmen who built the house. The 
house design called for no skill that wasn’t traditional. 
There was no rounded construction or complicated instal- 
lation. So far as possible all fixtures like windows and 
doors were stock woodwork, except for the entrance door. 

The result is American Style—the forms of the past 


bent to fulfill the purposes of the present. 
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Hospitably planned guest room provides all the 
creature comforts with a minimum of excess trim- 
mings. It’s deliberately small, because country 


visitors like to be outside, not in their rooms. 
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Master bedroom-sitting room has one long counter. supported by 
free-standing chests. It utilizes under-window space. creates dressing 
table, desk, and bookshelf surfaces in one gesture. Most wall space 


is sliding window, so trees outside become room’s chief decoration.

The cook is the darling of today. The 
farmer produces his miracles for her, 
Industry showers her with gifts. The 
gourmet brings her the secrets of good 


living from all over the world. The nutri- 





tionist opens up, for her use, new health frontiers. Yet in spite 
of all this, much of the food that reaches the table is mediocre 
in taste, its nutritional value is lowered by cooking and han- 
dling. Worse yet, meals aren’t fun to produce, as they should be. 

What is the matter with the kitchen? Why hasn’t the art 
of cookery kept pace with other developments in the food 
field? Why do dozens of foodstuffs go to waste because we 
don’t know how to make them appetizing? Why are the poten- 
tialities of our new kitchen tools never realized? Why is the 
cook afraid to go exploring and inventing on her own? 

If the kitchen is the backward child of the food industry, 
the recipe is the backward child of the kitchen. It is true 
that we have made a great deal of progress. We have achieved 
accuracy in measurement. Directions have begun to be clearly 
written, but there are plenty of goals still to be reached. 
For instance, recipes need to be standardized in terms of| 
the number to be served. If this were done, a lot of ouy 
worries about waste and leftovers would disappear.

should be an easy thing to achieve in this 
era. You now have so many things to do it 
with and centuries of accumulated know- 
how to draw upon. Put these two assets to- 
gether and you can’t help but gain fame 
and a feeling of accomplishment as a cook. 

From the know-how developed by the great cooks of the past, 
there is one type of cookery that has almost been forgotten— 
forgotten probably because it has been so terribly misused. You 
might even say debased. I refer to gelatine cookery, one of the 
neatest tricks in the whole bag of magic that is known rather 
grandly as gastronomy. 

Gelatine, itself, is tasteless and colorless. Yet, like many people 
who seem to have nothing to offer, it has made quite a place for 
itself. In certain situations, negative qualities are the most valu- 
able ones. Gelatine’s very lack of taste and color are its great 
advantages. It gives you a chance to vary the taste. texture and 
color of almost every other food. In addition, gelatine gives you a 
means by which formless foods (such as purées, beaten eggs, 
whipped cream) can be given form. You can use it to combine 
flavors and/or foods. It is like an adhesive which holds together 
things which otherwise would not stay together. 


Gelatine dishes can appear at every point in a meal; jellied 


hors d’oeuvres and soups, salads, savory mousses, aspics, and a . 


staggering array of desserts. Gelatines may be jellied liquids, or 
they may be molded about solids: mixtures of meat, fowl, game. 
fish, vegetables, or fruit. Starting with a simple base, gelatine en- 
ables you to make endless additions and variations. Gelatine is 
like an escalator which allows you to step up any foodstuff in rich- 


ness, flavor, or appearance. It is an (Continued on page 136)

his is the remodeled kitchen in the home of a hospitable 

family of six whose attitudes toward living are as up-to- 
date as the mechanical equipment which washes their dishes 
or neatly eats up the garbage at the flick of a switch. 

What is most significant here is this: these remodelers have 
not only acquired a smooth-functioning workroom, but in the 
process the kitchen has also become an important center of 
family activity, as good-looking as any living room. 

It shows you what can happen when you free yourself of all 
the outmoded conventional notions about kitchens—the bromide 
that “nice” people don’t eat in the kitchen, for instance, which 
is patently untrue, or the equally unrealistic concept of the 
kitchen as a back-of-the-house area where nothing goes on 
behind that swinging door but the steamy preparation of food. 

This family refused to visualize their remodeled kitchen as 
the same old room slicked up with new appliances.

‘ve noticed that I eat the most interesting and original 
I party food in the homes of people who have traveled 
widely. Their cooking and entertaining seem to take on 
a worldly quality—probably because travel widens the 
horizon, and shows people all kinds of possibilities they 
might otherwise overlook. And it is certainly more fun to go 
to or give a party when neither the food—nor the people — 
are stereotyped. But even if you're not lucky enough to 
travel, you can still get some of that sophisticated quality 
into your food, if you keep your eyes and palate alerted 
to the dishes of foreign lands. 

The real secret in serving foreign food is deciding just 
how foreign to get. Some people are so in a rut about 
their eating habits that they're confused and bewildered 
the minute they get off the steak-and-potatoes or chicken- 
and-peas bandwagons. So you must lead them gently — 
but not so gently that you bore all your other, more so- 
phisticated guests. 

I tried this Mexican summer luncheon party which I can 
recommend as not foreign enough to startle the gastronom- 
ically shy. Yet, there’s not a home-grown brand of food 
cliché in it anywhere. The main dish is cooked in the man- 
ner of Cuernavaca, which is the Mexican version of the 
Riviera. That means the dish derives from the French 
cuisine, but has acquired slight overtones of Mexican 
flavors through long residence in Cuernavaca. 

The other dishes are not so Mexican in their cooking 
techniques as they are in their ingredients. Yet, you'll 
have no trouble buying any of these ingredients. Our 
grocery stores are amazingly international in their offer- 
ings, these days. (There are several hundred canned

Gardens are hard work Pere eiReauh fal eeGudew Eater 
when any of six things go wrong. These are: the design of 
the garden, choice of plants, pest control, wind and rain, 
soil management, and the choice and use of equipment. 

First, you must have a realistic garden. Many plans that 
look exciting on paper produce gardens that are just too 
much bother to keep up once they are installed. The work 
of clipping and edging dozens and dozens of little flower 
beds each week, for example, is bound to make you hate 
gardening. So will beds so wide you have to “wade” into the 
flowers to cultivate or spray the center plants. 

Before you do another lick of work in your present garden, 
revamp it to eliminate unnecessary work. Have the proper 
garden for your interests, climate, and soil. Create a de- 
sign that permits efficient use of tools, especially power 
tools. Include a convenient tool storage nearby. Limit your- 
self on the number of high upkeep flowers, and concentrate 
them in a show spot. Beware of crowding plants. Crowding 
encourages blights and pests that would otherwise seldom 
invade your garden. Keep the flower beds narrow enough so 


you can spot trouble easily and get (Continued on page 198)

All gelatine dishes may be re- 
duced to five basic types. All are 
made of unflavored gelatine in a 
liquid base. The liquid base may be 
stock from meat, fish, or chicken, 
juice of vegetable or fruit, wine, 
coffee, ginger ale, cider, milk, but- 
termilk, coconut milk, or almond 
milk. The flavored jelly may con- 
tain meat, poultry, game, fish, shell 
fish, vegetables, fruits, eggs. nuts, 
or whatever you may have at hand. 
So you can have jellied hors 
d’oeuvres, soups. salads, or desserts. 
In short, gelatine is a vehicle on 
which you can ride in any direc- 
tion—but always up. The five basic 
types line up somewhat like this:

fort dressing, or with mayonnaise 
and horse-radish. Accompany any 
of these with Hol-grain wheat 
crackers, or Triscuit, or Rye Crisp, 
or cheese straws. Or use it as an 
envelope to enclose ingredients that 
respond pleasantly tos tomato fla- 
voring. 

For jellied chicken soup, take 
a quart of your favorite-flavored 
chicken broth, add 2 tablespoons 
each of chopped onions, carrots, 
and celery. Add 1% bay leaf, 3 or 
4 parsley stalks, and 14 cup of any 
dry white wine. Boil for ten min- 
utes, strain, add 2 envelopes un- 
flavored gelatine. softened in 14 
cup cold water, and put in the re- 
frigerator to set when cool. 


For a cold consommé, add 4 
tablespoons of chopped parsley. 
chervil, and chives, or 4 table- 


spoons each of parsley, sweet basil, 
and green onion tops, or 8 table- 
spoons each of chopped watercress 
and chives. After the consommé has 
come to a boil and been taken off 
the stove, add 14 cup of Madeira 
or sherry. Add gelatine as above. 


HESE jellied soups are really 

nothing but aspics. Aspics can be 
served in other ways. Cold entrées 
can be molded in them, or they 
may be served surrounded by a ring 
of the chopped jelly. Aspics that 
are too tender and delicate for 
either of these should be served 
separately from a sauce boat. 

Chaud froid sauce is about as 
useful as aspic itself. This sauce 
is to cold cookery what velouté 
sauce is to hot. Both are made from 
a foundation of white-meat stock 
and cream, and are thickened with 
egg yolks or a roux. Both are deli- 
cately seasoned. When it is to be 
used cold, gelatine is added. Chaud 
froid sauce makes it possible to 
mask any kind of food with an 
opaque covering which lends itself 
to decoration. Often the chaud froid 
is covered with a layer of sparkling 
aspic and the decoration applied to 
that. 

Probably one reason gelatine 
cookery has fallen into some dis- 
repute is that cooks have always 
been lured away from the real ca- 
pabilities of the material by the 
decorative possibilities it offers in 
making showy desserts. 

For instance, Alexis Soyer, of 
the Reform Club in London, was 
responsible for a dazzling concoc- 
tion of gelatine, topped with gold 
leaf. He called it Gelée de Dantzig 
au Fraises. It was made with calf’s- 
foot jelly, flavored with lemon juice 




































and rind, Eau de Vie de Dantzig 
and strawberries. Eau de Vie dj 
Dantzig is a liqueur brandy whiel 
contains little pieces of real gol¢ 
leaf floating around. (These ar 
supposed to be harmless to eat, 
When the gelatine mold was turner 
out with flecks of gold leaf flash 
ing on top, you can imagine tha 
this was quite a spectacle. 

It was to such culinary wonde 
that gelatine lent itself only to 
well. But the early cooks neye 
really let the decorative qualitie 
of the material entirely blind ther 
to the fact that their primary co 
cern was with something to eat.

by placing a ring of cream puff 
paste (pdte a choux) on top of 
and around the edge of a cir- 
cular slab of puff paste. Tiny 
cream puffs filled with the Bavar- 
ian cream are placed at intervals 
on top of this, alternating with 
glacéed chestnuts, or some such 
thing. Then the center is filled with 
the, Bavaroise. 

There is no one recipe for Trifle. 
but don’t be misled by the name. 
It is only a bit of the understate- 
ment of which the British are so 
proud. This dish is no trifle, but 
the great festive dish of middle- 
class Victorian England. When it 
appears on the menu, you may be 
sure you are getting the works. 
Trifle is made by lining a dish 
with lady fingers. The center is 
then filled with a Bavarian Cream 
mixture to which you may go as far 
as you want in adding different 
kinds of fruits, fresh and candied, 
nuts, macaroons, and several kinds 
of wines and liqueurs, till it is cer- 
tain that your guests will be 
knocked out by indigestion or 
drunkenness, or both. 


HEN you have made a Trifle, 

you have gone about as far 
as you can go, at least in English- 
speaking cookery. All you have to 
do to reduce a middle-aged Eng- 
lishman to agonies of homesickness 
is to serve a silver bowl filled with 
Trifle and covered with the little 
silver balls sold to put on cakes. 
Chances are that this was a special 
treat at home when he was a boy, 
and when he meets it unexpectedly 
abroad. he is likely to be quite un- 
nerved. 

Now. unfortunately, the stiffer 
the jelly, the easier it is to mold, 
but the less desirable it is to eat. 
When it is allowed to get thick and 
tough, or when it is synthetically 
flavored. few who enjoy their food, 
consider eating it at all. This is the 
chief stumbling block in gelatine 
cookery about which you should 
be warned. 

What the intelligent cook should 
do is to forget all about what gela- 
tine can do for the appearance of 
a dish and concentrate on what it 
can do for the taste. When this is 
done, gelatine can be put at the 
service of good eating in a big 
way. For the time being, at least, 
until you are completely at home 
with gelatine cookery, don’t bother 
too much about fancy molds at 
all. Instead of going to the trouble 
of unmolding jelly, it is just as 
nice to pour your sweet gelatine 
mixtures into an attractive serving 


dish. place them in the refrigerator 
to cool and serve the jelly, like a 
casserole, in one dish in which it 
was made, Try a honey sponge that 
way or a honey mousse. 

So don’t let the problem of un- 
molding scare you. One of the easi- 
est dishes to unmold is made by 
filling a pleasing-shaped bowl with | 
stemmed Thompson seedless grapes 
and filling the interstices between 
the grapes with lime Jello. This is | 
one case in which you can safely 
use a flavored gelatine because the 
dish itself is almost entirely made 
of the sweet, fresh fruit. It be- 
comes, essentially, merely an easy 
way of eating grapes. The two 
greens, that of the Jello and of the 
grapes, make am attractive-looking 
total. You may serve this alone, but 
it is much better with a sauce made 
of cream cheese, moistened with a 
little sweet cream, sweetened and 
flavored with vanilla or colored, 
sweetened, and flavored with a 
little raspberry jelly. Or you may 
serve whipped cream, or sour 
cream, sweetened with honey and 
snapped up with lemon juice. 






























Or try serving orange jelly in 
cups made of orange skins. The 
tops of these should be crimped by 
cutting them in a succession of 
little v’s, like the ones made by 
pinking shears on the edges of 
seams to keep them from raveling. 

Sponge cakes, with the insides 
scooped out, make a receptacle for 
jelly in an edible form. So do 
pared cantaloupes, the center of 
which can be filled with a lemon} 
or a mint jelly. Serve this in slices, 
with the same cream cheese sauce 
you serve with the grape jelly. In 
this case, sprinkle the top with a 
few chopped mint leaves. 


RINCIPLES on which cold jel- 

lied dishes can be constructed 
are simple ones. No matter what 
the liquid used in making jelly. 
whether it is tomato juice, fresh 
fruit juice, wine, cider, ginger ale, 
butter milk, or what have you, the 
final success of the dish will depend 
on the flavoring. You should never 
forget that the binder for cold food 
should be thought of exactly as if it) 
were not jellied at all. If you would 
not enjoy the prospect of eating a 





mixture of cabbage and celery) 
served in weak lemonade, there is| 
no reason to expect that adding 
gelatine to the mixture and molding 
it will improve the taste in any way 
at all. The principles of harmony 
and contrast which govern any mix- 
ture of foods should be carefully

These are: 

1. Knowledge of foodstuffs them- 
selves, such as are found in the 
Encyclopedia of Cookery. 

2. Knowledge of principles of 
nutrition and menu-making. 

3. Knowledge of the history of 
food and cooking. 


N general there are two types 

of recipes which it would be 
well for the novice in cookery to let 
alone.

HOW TO USE RECIPES 


ContTINUED From PRECEDING PAGE 


than you should discard books. 
Recipe books are like textbooks. 
They are the means by which 
knowledge once gained is held, by 
which it is passed on from one 
generation to the next and from 
one place to another. What it does 
mean is that you should demand 
of the recipe book what is de- 
manded of a textbook in any other 
subject. It should be reliable and 
complete. Above all, it should keep 
up with the developments in its 
own and related fields. And it 
means that the recipe book should 
perform the real function of the 
textbook, which is to teach you 
to get along without it. 

At the time at which it is made. 
every recipe is a guide for action. 
But in time, because food materials 
and tools for cooking have quite as 
much to do with the final form of 
a dish as the skill of the cook. 
recipes become merely a record of 
what someone has done in a situ- 
ation which may no longer exist. 
Many are more useful as bedside 
reading than as working guides. 
Consequently, every change in the 
nature of food materials or in tools 
for cooking necessitates a change 
in recipes. 


HE twin goals of cookery— 

greater enjoyment of food and 
better health—can only be reached 
if the nutritionist, the artist, the 
farmer, and the manufacturer of 
cooking tools each knows the end 
in view and advance together. At 
the present time they have been 
advancing in echelon formation, 
with cookery in the rear echelon. 
Foodstuffs, tools for cooking, and 
knowledge about food have ad- 
vanced further than the cook’s 
knowledge of how to use them. 

Moreover, recipes have become 
confusing because the relations be- 
tween different dishes are not al- 
ways made clear. Recipes have be- 
come so changed and modified with 
the passage of time that different 
things have come to be called by 
the same name, and_ the 
things by different ones. For ex-

If you will read recipes ca 
fully and will look between th 
lines, you will learn to see wh 
the man who made them was 
against and what he was trying 
achieve.

For example, in countries 
which tomatoes are a staple 
find recipes calling for them to 
cooked a long time, in combin 
tion with other foods, so that thd 
flavor is disguised. 

Other recipes were designed 
take care of food when it was 
and stale.

UT there are many hopeful ele-

their traditional function of record- 
ing people, objects. and events was 
not now meaningless. Some artists 
jturned from painting the outer man 
to probing the inner one. Others 
decided that the new invention had 
freed them from the necessity to 
record or even to interpret any- 
thing. They could now concentrate 
on making beautiful pictures, on 
arranging interesting shapes and 
brilliant or subtle colors in com- 
positions that would be their own 
justification. They need no longer 
depend on a story or on intellec- 
tual or emotional associations foi 
their appeal. The aim of these 
artists was to create songs with- 
yut words, as it were, painting vis- 
ual harmonies that would he as 
satisfying as aural ones. All agreed 
that these new paintings existed 
primarily as compositions of shapes.

what they might mean or what the.

survey show, one may see how the 
forms of machinery inspired one 
artist to paint what is essentially 
a twentieth-century urban version 
of the traditional romantic forest 
landscapes of an earlier day. 

Another type of painting which 
has become an international ex- 
pression but takes on a different 
character in this country is. sur- 
realism. This style developed 
when artists turned from painting 
the outer to painting the inner 
man, while almost simultaneously 
Freud began poking around in the 
dim recesses of the human mind. 
Surrealists paint dreams and fan- 
tasies. Perhaps the best known ex- 
ponent of surrealism in the world 
is Salvador Dali, whose paintings 
of wilting watches overrun with 
crawling ants have become almost 
as familiar as were Maxfield Par- 
rish’s bright blue landscapes of 
nymphs cavorting in bosky dells, 
two generations ago. 

There are many surrealists work- 
ing in America today, but I know 
of none who paints with Dali’s con- 
centration on the macabre. (Re- 
cently he has turned to religious 
subjects.) Perhaps our artists sleep 
more soundly than Dali. or at any 
rate have less appalling dreams. 
They. too, paint the unrelated ob- 
jects one sees in dreams, and 
sometimes the strangely juxtaposed 
shapes take on elusive but ominous 
significance, like the heaps of gro- 
tesque objects one sees illogically 
thrown together in photographs of 
a wreck or a bombing. But more 
often they spell nostalgia, recalling 
associations and significant objects 


out of the past. 


\ YMETIMES the line between sur- 
3) realism and abstraction grows 
very thin, as when our artists, ex- 
ploring the mythical. infinite world 
of dreams, paint unidentifiable but 
vivid forms vaguely like the shapes 
of the moon or stars, the dim out- 
lines ol people long forgotten, the 
patterns of children’s games. Rare- 
ly. however, even in the grimmest 
of our surrealist paintings, will 
you find an American artist depict- 
ine with almost doting affection 
those Freudian symbols which oc- 
cur and re-occur in the work of 
Dali and most of the other Euro- 
pean surrealists. 

Expressionism is another power- 
ful force in American art; and the 
theories of our native-grown expres- 
sionists are very similar to those 
f artists using the same technique 
in other countries in the world.

Their aim, very broadly stated. is 


to paint something of man’s 
thoughts, his hungers, his pleas- 
ures. his agonies, and his condi- 
tioning environment. They strive to 
do this without losing sight alto- 
gether of visual reality. although 
distortion is often employed for 
heightened expressiveness. 

But even in this field there are 
discernible differences between the 
American and European usages. 
They were strikingly emphasized in 
the 1950 Pittsburgh International 
Exhibition of paintings held last 
fall in Pittsburgh’s Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Fine Arts. Walking through 
the long gallery. inspecting the 
works of contemporary painters in 
England.

Keep away from new seedlings: 
Young grass is likely to be burned 
fatally by 2,4-D or potassium cy- 
anate. Old grass would have re- 
serve strength in its roots to grow 
a new top, but new grass usually 
dies. No rule can be given about 
waiting except to be sure grass 
has thrifty roots. 


Try to avoid spraying clover—if you want 
to keep it. Well-established clover will 
lose its leaves, but the roots usually 
will produce new leaves in time.

hold needed moisture in the soil. 
Lastly, is your soil deep enough? 
Six inches of topsoil is the least 
you can use without resorting to 
constant pampering to keep your 
plants healthy.
